President About to Start on His 
Trip to Tell People About 
the Peace Treaty. 

LIVING COST IS INVOLVED 


Opponents of Pact Propose Many 

Amendments to Keep America 

From “Foreign Entanglements” 

— Montenegro Revolts 
Against Serbian Rule 
—Palmer Predicts 
Lower Prices. 

By EDWARD W. PICKARD. 

Being satisfied that economic condi- 
tions the world over absolutely depend 
on the ratification of the peace treaty, 
and decidedly disturbed by the violent 
assaults on that pact In the senate 
committee on foreign relations, Presi- 
dent Wilson determined that his speak- 
ing tour of the country could not be 
much longer postponed. He announced 
that he would start on Wednesday, 
September 3, and would visit about 50 
of the principal cities, being absent 
from Washington about 25 day9. At 
San Francisco he will review the Pa- 
cific fleet. It was said in Washington 
that the president considered the trip 
of greater Importance than any func- 
tion arranged for the reception of 
General Pershing, who Is about to 
come home. 

The peace treaty Is by no means the 
only subject on which Mr. Wilson will 
address the people. He Is much exer- 
cised by the labor situation, especially 
as it applies to the railroads, and will 
take the opportunity to try to Impress 
on the workers the wisdom of avoiding 
strikes In order to allay unrest and 
restore normnl conditions nml thus 
help bring down the cost of living. 

Some hnlf n dozen of the most stub- 
born opponents of the peace treaty In 
the senate also will leave Washington 
during the week to appeal to the coun- 
try to uphold them In the position they 
have taken. Among them will be Sen- 
ators Johnson, Poindexter, Borah and 
Reed. They are not going to trull the 
president, but will expend their ef- 
forts mainly In states whose senators 
are clussed among the mild reserva- 
tlonlsts. These senators, they hope, 
can be forced to Join the group of ex- 
tremists. The latter are now openly 
trying to defeat not only the League 
of Nation’s covenant but the main 
body of the treaty. With this end In 
view the foreign relations committee, 
which they control, has adopted a 
series of amendments to the treaty of- 
fered by Senutor Fall. These not only 
would restore Shantung directly to 
China, but would exclude the United 
States from all the Interallied com- 
missions set up by the pact except 
that on reparations. Lodge and his 
followers hold that the treaty, even If 
drastically amended, would leave the 
United Stutes liable to become em- 
broiled lu the controversies of Europe 
and Asia. 

This action of the committee was 
bitterly assailed In the senute by Dem- 
ocrats and by Republicans of the "mild 
reservation” group, und It was pre- 
dicted that the amendments would not 
be accepted by the senate. Senator 
McCumber especially attacked the 
Shantung amendment, declaring It wus 
the greatest blow that could be struck 
at the real Interests of China. Sena- 
tor Borah replied that the Shantung 
settlement was Indefensible from the 
standpoint of lnreruatlonal morals 
and common decency. 

In this connection the fact that Dr. 
Paul Kelnsch. our minister to China, 
has Just resigned Is significant. It Is 
understood In Washington that he 
found his position lu Peking untenable 
on account of the approval of the 
Shantung settlement by the American 
peace delegates, since, according to the 
general belief, he had u good deal to 
do with persuading China to enter the 
war on promises of American support. 
Another related story came from 


Washington to the effect that the 
Shnntung nffalr has caused a brench 
between the presldant and Colonel 
House. It Is said Mr. Wilson took the 
advice of House In the matter, reject- 
ing that of the other members of the 
American delegation, and that now the 
Texan Is In disfavor and Is resting In 
London preparatory to coming home. 
Naturally, those close to the president 
denied the tale, saying House was In 
London helping the British officials In 
the organization of the League of Na- 
tions. 

The near East does not surrender Its 
supremacy among trouble-making re- 
gions. The Turks continue to mas- 
sacre the Armenians ; the Bulgarians 
and Greeks are at swords’ points over 
Thrace; the Jugo-SIavs and Italians 
are getting ready to fight over the pos- 
session of Flume, and now the whole 
of Montenegro has broken out In re- 
volt against the rule of the Serbians. 
The latter are using strong measures 
to suppress the revolt, but the na- 
tional spirit of the Montenegrins has 
reawakened and fighting la general 
throughout the country. Just how the 
forced Inclusion of Montenegro In the 
new state* of Jugo-Slavla, against Its 
will, Is squared with the principle of 
self-determination never has been ex- 
plained to the world. 

Rear Admiral Bristol, commander of 
the American naval forces In Turkey, 
warned the Porte not long ago that 
the massacres of Armenians must 
cease. This action aroused some criti- 
cism In the supreme peace council, be- 
cause the United States has not yet 
accepted the mandate over any parts 
of the Turkish empire; but the vexa- 
tion of the French and British was al- 
layed when Mr. Polk explained that 
the warning, though It came from 
President Wilson, was unofficial and 
was transmitted In an Informal way by 
Admiral Bristol. The British troops 
are being withdrawn from Armenia 
and It Is predicted that unless the 
country Is strongly policed by foreign 
troops several hundred thousands of 
Armenians will either starve or be 
slaughtered by the Turks, Kurds, Tar- 
tars and Georgians. Even now theRe 
peoples are greatly hindering the work 
of the American relief commission. 

A new government In Hungary has 
not yet been formed, and though 
Archduke Joseph was forced to relin- 
quish his control, his premier, Fried- 
rich, asserts he Is still favored by a 
majority of the people and will retain 
the leadership. 

In Upper Silesia conditions are re- 
ported much Improved. Most of the 
miners have resumed work and the 
fighting between the Poles nnd Ger- 
mans has grown less. The Fifth and 
Fiftieth regiments of American Infan- 
try, now In the United States, have 
been ordered to SUeBla to help In po- 
licing that country during the pleb- 
iscite provided for by the peace treaty. 
A resolution protesting against this 
was Introduced In congress by Wood 
of Indiana, who said the work should 
be done by European troops. 

Russian bolshevists last week claim- 
ed two considerable victories — the cap- 
ture of Pskov, southwest of Petrograd, 
and of Knmlshfn, on the Volga. Gen- 
eral Denlklne, the antl-bolshevtk 
leader In southern Russia, who occu- 
pied Odessa, reported steady progress 
Into the central purt of the country, 
and the Kolchak forces denied that 
they hud evucuuted Omsk. Represen- 
tatives of the people of north Russia, 
assembled ut Archangel, have sent to 
President Wilson u cable urging that 
the allied urmed support he not with- 
drawn lest they fall prey to the bol- 
slievlkl. However, the president has 
said that the American troops would 
he brought home us soon as possible. 
The peace conference has been trying 
to devise means to protect the north 
Russians, hut has not arrived at any 
definite plan. 

After killing several bandits, inelud- 
I lng, according to report, the leader of 
the gang that kidnaped the American 
aviators, the American expedition Into 
I Mexico retraced Its steps. At first it 
was said this was because the “hot 
trail" had been obliterated by ralus, 
but afterward It wus admitted that the 
expedition had encountered Mexican 
| troops and withdrew In order to avoid 
a clash. If anything of solid benefit 
was accomplished It Is not yet ippar- 
eat.

Genornl npplnuse was accorded 
President Wilson’s nctlon In refusing 
to grant to the railway shopmen more 
than a slight Increase of wages, and 
his statement explaining his course 
and appealing to the men, and to all 
workers, to stop striking and get to 
work to Increase production nnd there- 
by help reduce the cost of living. He 
declnred It vital to public welfnre that 
demands for higher wages, “unwisely 
made nnd pnsslonately Insisted on," 
should cense, and that there should he 
a truce In Industrial disputes until In- 
telligent settlements can be made. In 
this he was supported by Warren S. 
Stone, chief of the engineers, whose 
statement Implied that the shopmen, If 
they Insisted on striking, would not be 
helped by the four great railway broth- 
erhoods. The leaders of the shopmen 
rejected the settlement offered by 
President Wilson and ordered that the 
locals take a vote on the question. 

In his statement Mr. Wilson called 
the present a “temporary situation 
which will last, In all probability, only 
for a limited time,” and In so far as 
the cost of the necessaries of life Is 
concerned Attorney General Palmer 
agrees with him. Mr. Palmer believes 
the price of almost every necessity will 
be lower next year than this, and that 
persons who buy clothing and other 
articles now for next year will be 
fooled and are only helping to keep 
prices high. Reduction will he 
brought about he thinks, by the activ- 
ities of the government against prof- 
iteers and hoarders, the operation of 
fair price committees, and especially 
by Increased production. He sees In 
the arguments that Induce people to 
buy now an organized propaganda pro- 
moted by greedy dealers. , 

The department of Justice an- 
nounced It was meeting with succesM 
In obtaining from shoe manufactuneml 
a promise} to fix maximum prices on 
shoes, and that In the matter of food- 
stuffs reports Indicated a slight down- 
ward tendency, not yet sufficient to be 
reflected In the retail market. In the 
great food centers, however, there 
were considerable declines In prices, 
which perhaps were to be attributed 
In pnrt to the expressed Intention of 
the war department to open retail 
shops In a number of cities. These 
markets not only will dispose of the 
army’s surplus stores, but will he kept 
open for an Indefinite time for the sale 
direct to the people of supplies which 
the war department will purchase at 
wholesale, according to the present 
plnn. This, of course, aroused the op- 
position of the retail dealers, who as- 
sert that no government ngency Is au- 
thorized by law to conduct such a busl- 


The railroads of the Pacific coast 
were tied up for a number of days by 
a strike and the officluls of the unions 
had ordered the men to return to work 
under penalty of suspension. They 
were warned by Director Genernl 
Hines that the government would take 
ovei the operation of the lines Ff they 
d'd not nt once resume their positions, 
nnd that anyone who Interfered with 
the use of railroad property would he 
dealt with for having committed an 
offense agulnst the United States. 


The committee of the steel and Iron 
workers, which was given power to 
call a strike unles concessions were 
granted by the United States Steel 
corporation, was twice refused an 
audience by Elbert H. Gary, chairman 
of the executive committee of the cor- 
{toratlon, being told to put Its demunds 
In writing. Samuel Gompers, who had 
Just returned from Europe, at once 
| took a hand In this serious nffalr and 
It was announced that the executive 
committee of the American Federation 
of Labor would consider Mr. Gary’s 
attitude and make recommendations 
to the committee of steel inen ou the 
advisability of calling u strike. 

Any idea that Uncle Sam did not ln- 
j tend to enforce the emergency proht- 
| bltlon law was dispelled by numerous 
raids on liquor dealers lu Chicago. 
New York and elsewhere. It was a 
notorious fact that Intoxicating drinks 
could be bought In many of the larger 
; cities, at least, and the sulooukee|iers 
had grown carelessly brazeu. They 
, were brought to their senses by arrests 
and * indictments, and gentlemen of 
bibulous propensities were again 
1 forced to draw on their private stocks

Apart From Adding to Appearance of 

Btructuro It Also Tanda to Re- 
tard Deterioration. 

The foundation reason for painting 
Is protection of tho thing painted. 
Tbo owner of property should never 
forget that. No one cun look upon 
painting ns an expense If he Is con- 
vinced that it prevents a greater ex- 
pense. 

There Is, however, another grent rea- 
son for painting nnd tlmt Is the appeal 
of pride In nppenrance. This Is quite 
humnn. It Is seen In tho matter of 
clothes. Primarily clothes are to keep 
us warm, but a suit Is discarded while J 
It Is still warm because 4t Is shiny, out 
of shape, or slightly faded. In other 
words, one feels that It would com- 
promise their standing were they te 
wear It 

So It Is with the painting of houses, 
both without nnd within. 

In progressive, proud communities, 
houses are painted every three or four 
years through prldo In nppenranco. 
Progressive citizens are not satisfied 
with the looks of thalr houses after 
three or four years’ exposure to 
weather. 

As good cltlsens we should not only 
see thnt every person knows that 
structures will deteriorate If unpalnt- 
ed, but we should also try to make 
people as proud of the appearance of 
their homes as their more progressive 
neighbors. We should deliberately 
set out to make them ashamed of their 
dingy homes which are a reflection up- 
on the whole community. 

This work Is peculiarly one for local 
example and community co-operation. 
Everyone knows that a newly-painted 
house Is likely to start the whole neigh- 
borhood to slicking up. It becomes 
contagious. 

Every person who wants to see his 
community prosper will Join in such 
a movement 

HOME CITIES ALSO NEEDED 

Wall to Remember That There Ara 
Other Things In Life Besides 
"Business” 

If a writer on present-day Industrial 
economics Is right, the next few dec- 
ades will be marked, in the United 
States, by an amazing amount of self- 
Btudy by Individual cities, towns, and 
even villages. He foresees “Intensive 
study undertaken by every municipal- 
ity to determine what can be manufac- 
tured In that place.” Within limits he 
Is probably right, but there will be 
iunnny who will honestly hope that the 
(limits will not be too widely extended, 
■and who will believe In all seriousness 
flhat an occasional municipality wlth- 
V%t manufactures has its place In the 
scheme of things for a well-balanced 
nation. "Business first" may be a 
good Blognn, but “business all the 
time" nnd “business everywhere" 
might weaken enthusiasm for desir- 
able Industry by overemphasizing it. 
One Is reminded that since somebody 
gave current meaning to the term 
“business efficiency" about 2,000 books 
on the subject have been written and 
printed In English! — Christian Science 
Monitor.

Comparatively few of us know of 
the care and attention given to Friend 
Melon, from the time he Is plucked to 
the moment he Invites our attention 
nt our table. 

The Brnwloy fields In California av- 
erage 350 cars of melons u day during 
the cuntnloupe season, and the melon 
season lasts about fifty days. Thou- 
sands of men work In the fields pick- 
ing cantaloupes and watermelons, 
passing them from one to another, then 
to motortrucks which take them to rail- 


way terminals, where they are crrled 
and placed in refrigerator cars. 

The cars come Into tin,' station load- 
ed with the lee, the Ice Is unloaded, the 
crates shoved In, the Ice put In tint 
Ice-boxes anil tin' cars start on their 
way. Thirty-eight 300-pound cakes of 
Ice go Into each car and the lee 
Is changed nine times between the 
starting point and Chicago. The cost 
in ice alone Is 975 per ear. Twenty- 
five to thirty tons of melons are ship- 
ped In each cur.

Survey Is Made. 

The bureuu of mnrkets conducted an 
extensive survey of sixty motor routes 
to ascertain the defective practices and 
as far ns possible to suggest improve- 
ment which would stabilize the indus- 
try. The bureau found that rural 
freight Is hauled by the farmer who 
owns a truck and handles his personal 
marketing us well ns that of his neigh- 
bor by motor, by the local truck oper- 
ators who haul farm produce ns a busl- 
•ness, by the local automobile or truck 
agencies that operate transportation 
trucks as a side line, by the city trans- 
fer company which nlso engages In 
rural hauling, and hy the large corpor- 
ation which operates a fleet of trucks 
over a wide range of territory. Natur- 
ally with such a diversity In the haul- 
ing agencies, there Is a similarly wide 
range in their methods of doing busi- 
ness. 


Unless wnshed off promptly with 
sonp and water, rond tar will quickly 
harden on a car, lenvlng unsightly 
streaks and spots. There are several 
good ways of removing lt, however. 
One consists In the application of hut- 
ter or oleomnrgnrlne which will soften 
the tar without injuring the vnrn'sh. 
Another good solvent Is cocoa butter, 
which Is used In the theatrical profes- 
sion for removing grease paint. This 
can be purchased at drug stores, and 
Is a harmless solvent of all kinds of 
oil and grease, as well ns tar. 

CURE FOR SLIPPING CLUTCH 

When Fuller’s Earth la Not Available 
Borax May Be Used With Sat- 
isfactory Results. 

When slipping develops In the 
clutch of the cone type It is usually 
caused by oil on the leather facing. 
The usual method of curing this trou- 
ble Is to sprinkle fuller’s earth ou the 
leather, hut If this powder happens 
not to be available borax may he used 
with satisfactory results, and In the 
absence of either the carbide dust or 
lime residue from an acetylene gen- 
erator will prove u good enough sub- 
stitute.

E. F. AIbce, President of Keith 
Circuit, Bars Slurs on “Y” 
Work in His Theatres 


HANCOCK STREET, QUINCY 


Vaudeville performer* In the Keith 
theatres have received orders from 
Edward F. AIbce, president of the 
B. F. Keith circuit, prohibiting them 
from any slurring reference to the 
work of the Y. M. C. A. overseas. 

"Un-American, un-Christfanlike and 
a blot upon the intelligence and upon 
our gratitude for what the orgmiza 
tion has done,” is the war in which 
Mr. Albee stigmatizes criticism of the 
Y. M. C. A. in a letter addressed by 
him to A. Q. Knebel, associate general 
secretary of the *‘Y” War Work Coun- 
cil. 

He bases the statements in his let- 
ter upon information obtained by him- 
self and the employes of his theaters 
throughout the country in conversa 
tion with thousands of soldiers. Mr. 
Albee declares that he personally 
knows “of the high esteem in which 
the theatrical profession holds the Y. 
M. C. A. and all kindred institutions 
that have done so much from the be- 
ginning of the war in the foreign 
countries. 

He speaks also of the assistance 
that actors and artists have so freely 
rendered and are still rendering, to 
the Association, saying: “The Theatri- 
cal people, as a whole, have done 
splendid work, especially the artists, 
from the beginning of the war, and 
are still doing it, being active in en- 
tertaining the soldiers in the hospit- 
als, at the cantonments, benefits of all 
kinds given for the relief and aid so- 
cieties for our homecoming troops.” 

"The Young Men's Christian Asso- 
ciation's devotion, energy and self- 
sacrifice,” Mr. Albee continues," has 
been so glorious and of such magni- 
tude that one cannot believe that any- 
one t^ould consciously criticise its 
great work, or refer to it any way ex- 
cepting in the most laudatory terms. 

“I have read some wonderful letters 
from artists abroad connected with the 
Young Men's Christian Assn, who 
have been entertaining soldiers, who 
deny that there is any condition exist- 
ing in the workings of that organiza- 
tion which is not of the most liberal 
and humanitarian kind. 

"Praise has been given to the 
workers of the Y. M. C. A. without 
stint, and to blame this great organi- 
zation for the short-comings of a few, 
would be un-American, un-Christlike 
and a blot upon the intelligence and 
upon our gratitude for what the or- 
ganization has done. I have talked 
with hundreds of soldiers, I might say, 
through my employes, we have talked 
with thousands of them, who visit our 
tueaters each week, especially the 
wounded, to whom we give an enter- 
tainment one morning of each week, 
and we have not, up to the present 
time, heard one adverse criticism. On 
the contrary, there has been nothing 
but unstinted praise for the self-sac- 
rifice and the heroic deeds performed 
as stretcher bearers and other danger- 
ous volunteer work by those who went 
abroad in the service of the Young 
Men's Christian Association.”

A now design for nn old product Is 
quite worth while, especially In food. 

Camouflaged Kidneys. 
— Skin nnd clenn (cut- 
ting out the white) four 
or five lnnib or pigs’ 
kidneys; cut Into cubes 
nnd fry In oil or butter 
quickly ; season with 
chopped parsley, salt 
and a sliver of gnrllc. It 
will take about five min- 
utes. Just before taking up add a tn- 
Mespoonful of vinegar; let It boll up 
and serve on tonst. 

Rabbit Saute. — Clenn nnd cut up n 
rabbit ; dredge with Hour nnd sprinkle 
with salt. Put Into a frying pnn with 
two tablcspoonfuls each of chopped 
onion nnd drippings ; cook gently until 
brown. Cover with three cupfuls of 
stock, add a dozen small onions, a bit 
of bay leaf, blade of mnee, six mush- 
room stems nnd n teaspoonful of tar- 
ragon vinegar. Cook oue hour, or un- 
til tender. Remove the onions nnd 
rabbit nnd strain the stock. Cut hnlf 
a pound of hnm In strips and cook In 
n frying pan with the caps of the 
mushrooms. Add twelve ripe olives, 
the onion and rabbit and the strained 
sauce. Bring to the boiling point nnd 
season highly. Put the rabbit In the 
center of a platter, arrange mush- 
rooms, olives, hnm nnd onions In plies 
nronnd the rabbit nnd pour the sauce 
over all. 

Mock Roast Chicken. — Take one 
pound of the shin of veal, two ounces 
of salt pork, one tablespoonful of chop- 
ped onion ; mix thoroughly with one , 
nnd one-half tenspoonfuls of snlt, pep- 
per nnd one-half cupful of milk. Line 
a mold with two-thirds of the mixture. 
Put one cupful of bread crumbs nnd 
one cupful of milk In a saucepan and 
stir over the fire until mick. Add one 
tenspoonful of salt, a little pepper and 
one tenspoonful of poultry dressing, 
with two tenspoonfuls of chopped on- 
ions. Mix well anil put In the center 
of the mold. Cover'wlth the remain- 
ing veal mixture nnrr. strips of salt 
pork. Bake half an hoiKr; invert the 
mold on a pan, surround vjQth six po- 
tatoes cut In strips, am. rOast until 
the potatoes are tender, bnstlng fre- 
quently with the gravy In the pan. 

Dried mushrooms mny be soaked 
several hours In cold water, then used 
*,n sauces ns the fresh. Cook until ten- 
der In the water In which they are 
soaked nnd save It for iluvor for soups 
and sauces.

A SIMPLE DINNER. 

The Idea of a simple dinner Is one 
that Is reasonable In cost, appetizing 
enough to be attractive 
and not too much work 
to prepare. 

Seasoned Cabbage 
With Meat. — Cut u me- 
dium-sized cabbage Into 
halves and let It stand 
an hour In cold water to 
remove Insects, If any. 
Into a saucepan put one 
sliced onion, n slice or two of bacon 
and cook together until the bacon nnd 
onion are fried. Add the cabbage, and 
water to cover, season with salt and 
cook until the cabbage Is nearly ten- 
der. Add a few well-washed fruuk- 
forts and let them boil a few minutes. 
Serve the cabbage neatly arranged in 
halves with the sausages over the top, 

Rice Cooked in Chicken Stock. 

Cook rice until nearly tender In water 
then add enough chlckes stock to seu- 
6on well and finish cooking. Serve 
us a vegetable. 

Cottage Cheese and Peanut Salad. 

Mix a half cupful of peanuts, which 
have been shelled and put through the 
meat chopper, using the course cutler, 
with a cupful of seasoned cottage 
cheese. Make Into balls with u spoon 
and serve on lettuce. 

Steamed Oat Bread. — Mix two oup- 
i fuls of rolled outs, ground ; one cupful 
of corn flour, two and a half teaspoon- 
fuls of buklng powder und two tea- 
spoonfuls of suit. Add two cupfuls of 
milk, two eggs, two tablespoonfuls of 
! melted shortening and one-fourth cup- 
j ful of coru sirup. Steam In baking 
powder cans two hours or bake In 
greased muffin pans. 

Rhubarb Pie. — Take one und one- 
| half cupfuls of chopped rhubarb, one 
| rupful of sugar, oue tublespoonful of 
I flour and a half teaspoonful of salt • 

1 mix with two tablespoonfuls of water 
1 und cook until thoroughly hot and the 
| rhubarb nearly soft. Cool and add two 
i egg yolks, turn tuto a pie tin lined 
I with good pastry and bake in a hot 
oven at first then slowly until the till- 
ing Is thick. Cover with a meringue, 
using the whites and two tablespoon- 
j fuls of powdered sugar. Add a few

VARIOUS AND SUNDRY THINGS. 

The secret of successful sponge 
cakes Is In the beating of the eggs 
nml the care not to lose 
the air Incorporated 
when stirring in the 
flour. Then the “baking 
oven Judgment never 
comes to some women In 
the course of their lives," 
says Kate Dougins Wlg- 
gln. 

It Is ns unreasonable 
" to suppose all women 
gifted In being good cooks as It would 
be to expect them to be musicians or 
nrtlsts. Because the majority of wom- 
en are by necessity housekeepers, It 
does not follow that they nre by that 
necessity doing the work for which 
they nre especially qunllfled. 

In these dnys of thin cream which 
refuses to whip, n solution called vls- 
cogen will he useful, which mny be 
made at home and kept Indefinitely If 
well stoppered. Take five ounces of 
sugar nnd dissolve In ten ounces of 
water. Add six ounces of cold water 
to two ounces of quicklime nnd let It 
gradually slake; then strain through a 
fine sieve, to remove unslnked pnrtl- 
cles. Combine the two liquids and 
shake occasionally for two hours. In 
three hours set the mixture aside to 
settle, then siphon or pour off the clear 
liquid. Store In small bottles tightly 
corked, ns the liquid absorbs carbonic 
acid from the air, thus darkening the 
color nnd reducing the strength. Keep 
either In a dnrk bottle or wrap the 
bottle In dnrk paper. Use one-fourth 
of a teaspoonful of the vlscogen to 
three-fonrths of a cupful of cream, 
well chilled. Stir well, then beat with 
an egg-beater ns usual. 

Kitchen Bouquet. — The browning 
used for gravies nnd vnrlous snuces 
mny be made nt home. Put n cupful 
of sugar In nn Iron frying pan over 
the fire. Stir and shake until It turns 
a dnrk brown. Add a hnlf-cupful of 
boiling water, a clove of garlic, one 
chopped onion, six whole cloves, a 
tenspoonful of snlt, a dnsh of tnbnsco 
sauce nnd n saltspoonful of blnck pep- 
per. Simmer twenty minutes, strain 
nnd bottle for use. Use a tenspoonful 
to flavor nnd color any meat sauce. 

A part of what we might term the 
optimist's philosophy Is: If you can 
mend a situation mend It: If you can’t 
mend It, forget It. Is It a good 
philosophy or is it foolishness? 

HELPFUL SUGGESTIONS. 

If the dishes In which Ice crenm or 
frozen dishes nre served nre chilled In 
the refrigerator the prob- 
lem of melting lees Is 
practically solved. 

Salads, too, should he 
served on cold plates to 
avoid wilting. 

Frozen dishes molded 
In melon molds should 
he servad sliced In pie- 
shaped pieces, cutting 
from the center of the 
mold. Serve at once on cold plates. 

Cream Is whipped enough when the 
egg heater leaves its print In the 
beaten crenm. Longer beating will 
often cause bits of butter to form in 
tlie cream. 

A sufficient quantity of white sauce 
may be made to last two or three days 
If kept covered in the Ice chest. 

Flour thut bus been sifted several 
days should always be reslfted when 
ready to use. If n cupful of (lour Is 
called for In a recipe do not dip the 
cup Into the flour, but fill It lightly 
with a spoon. All recipes In the mod- 
ern books call for level measurements 
of all Ingredients. 

Sweet milk may be soured instant- 
ly by uddltig two teasimonfuls of vine- 
gar to u cupful of milk. 

The usuul recipe serves six people 
amply. By cutting down tlie Ingredi- 
ents to halves or thirds it suits the 
needs of a small futility. If fortunate 
enough to have a large oue double the 
amounts. 

In inuklug French dressing use half 
lemon Juice und half vlnegur or dilute 
the vlnegur with wuter or fruit Juice, 
using three times us much oil us ueld. 

A convenient way of making the 
dresslug Is to put all the ingredients 
into a fruit Jar und shuke until It 
thlckeua and then It Is ready to use 
at any time with a few preliminary 
slmkes, and will keep Indefinitely in a 
cool place. 

In molding gelutln mixtures the 
chilling may be hastened by having at 
hand a dripping pau tilled with 
cracked ice Into which the molds may 
be set. A little salt sprinkled on the 
ice quickens the chllllitg. 

Do not wash mushrooms but brush 
| with a butter brush to clean them. Use 
the peelings cooked In a little water 
I and drained as flavor for sauces. The 
j flavor Is In the liquor, so the peelings 
may be thrown away.

FOODS BEST ADAPTED 
TO FIRELESS COOKER 

Intelligence Necessary to Obtain 
Best Results. 


Plea Cannot Be Baked Successfully in 

Ordinary Device — Cereals, Soups, 
Meats, Steamed Breads and 
Puddings Favored. 

(Pre.vwed by the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture.) 

Obviously the flreless cooker must 
be used with Intelligence to obtuln the 
best results. It Is best suited to those 
foods which require boiling, steumlng, 
or long, slow cooking In u moist heat. 
Foods cannot be fried In It, pies eun- 
not be baked successfully In the ordi- 
nary flreless cooker, nor can any cook- 
ing be done which requires u high dry 
bent for browning. Meats, however, 
may be purtially roasted In the oven 
and finished In the cooker, or muy bo 
begun In the cooker nnd finished In the 
oven with much the same results as If 
they were rousted In the oven entirely. 
The classes of food best adapted to 
the cooker are cereuls, soups, meats, 
vegetables, dried fruits, steamed 
breads uud puddings. 

When different foods/ are cooked to- 
gether In the tireless cooker they must 
be such as require the same amount 
of cooking, since the cooker cunnot 
be opened to take out food without 
allowing the escape of u large umount 
of heat and muklng it necessary to re- 
heat the contents. It would not do to 
put foods which need ubout one and 
om^lmlf hours to cook Into the cooker 
with u piece of meut which would stay 
several hours. 

The sire of the contulner used In 
cooking with the flreless cooker should 
be governed according to the umount 
of food to be cooked. Small quanti- 
ties of food cunnot be cooked satis- 
factorily in a large kettle In the Arts, 
less cooker. If a lurge kettle must he 
used, better results tflll be obtained 
If some other mutertul which holds 
bcut fairly well Is used to fill up the 
empty spuce. This may be accom- 
jJislud in several ways. One is to 
put the small quantity of food to he 
cooked into a smaller, tightly closed 
kettle, fill the large kettle with boiling 
wuter and put the smull kettle Into 
It. standiug it on un Inverted bowl or 
some other suitable support. This 
boiling water will take up und hold 
the heat better than air would. Sev- 
eral smaller dishes (if tightly cov- 
ered) muy be plueed In the kettle sur- 
rounded by bulling wuter. Baking 
powder or other tins often are found 
useful for this purimse. Another way 
is to place one food In a basin which 
just fils into the top of u lurge kettle 
aud to let some other material, some 
vegetable perhaps, cook in the water 
In the bottom of the kettle. Two or

MAKE MONDAY MEAN MUTTON 

Use of Sheep Meat One Day a Week 
Should Appeal Especially to 
Small Families. 

(Prepared by the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture.) 

The average housewife would be 
surprised to lenrn that In a year she 
buys for every person In the house- 
hold only about five pounds of mutton 
or lnmb, ns compared with about 71 
pounds of pork and 07 pounds of beef. 
If nil American fumllles used sheep 
meat one day a week in the nveruge 
| dally amount of other meats, that 
would mean more thnn 20 pounds of 
mutton and Iamb annually per capita, 
or four times Its present consump- 
tion. 

More than thnt, the hend of the fam- 
ily, who pays the hills, would no doubt 
encourage purchasing mutton nnd 
lnmb In larger cuts, Instead of mere- 
ly a few chops at a time, if he were 
made to realize the greater economy 
nnd the greater encouragement to pro- 
duction. In that connection a shoul- 
der of mutton or a leg of luinb, be- 
ing smuller than the average beef 
Joint, should appeal especially to 
small families. 

PRACTICING THRIFT IN FOOD 

Plan to Satisfy Appetite of Every 
Member of Family With No 
Table or Plate Waste.

Try to make the dishes served of 
such size that there will be enough to 
satisfy the appetite of the family and 
no unnecessary table or plate waste. 
Don’t he ashamed to plan closely.

LETTER TO THE EDITOR 


Cambridge, Mass. 

To the Editor; 

The Treaty which tho Peace Confer- 
ence at Paris has prepared Is the most 
promising agreement among the freer 
and more progressive nations of the 
world that has ever been proposed. 
It alms at Justice, liberty, and peace 
for Europe, America, and the world. 
It rights great wrongs committed In 
the past. It organizes several new re- 
publics. It provides the first Inter- 
national tribunal with a sanction be- 
hind its decrees. It also makes the 
first International provision for the re- 
duction of competitive national arm- 
aments. It contains adequate pro- 
visions for the improvement of the 
various institutions it establishes, and 
Is in many respects elastic rather than 
rigid. It provides for the protection 
and guidance of the new republics so 
long as they need such aid. It pro- 
vides also an Intelligent and promising 
way of giving aid to the backward peo- 
ples of the earth and protecting them 
from exploitation by any stronger 
power. 

It is far from perfect from the 
American point of view; but It offers 
the only available means of getting 
put Into execution the ideals for which 
the American people went to war. 
Without it the sacrifices America 
made for the War will be In vain. With 
it the treasures spent and the young 
lives sacrificed win have earned an 
immense gain for mankind. 

Let the American people with one 
acord prepare to ratify this benefi- 
cent treaty, and let them say to their 
representatives at the Peace Congress. 
"Well done, you have helped to pro- 
duce under enormous difficulties the 
most memorable treaty of the world."

I knew he advocated a 
League of Nations, for In his Nobel 
Peace address delivered at Christi- 
ania, Norway, May 5, 1911, ho had 
declared for a “League of Peace, of 
enlightened powers, not only to keep 
the peace themselves but to prevent 
by force If necessary It being broken 
by others/’ When I asked him what he 
thought of the possibility of a League 
being established at the end of the 
j war he replied, “When this war is 
over no half way measures will avail.

| Mr. Roosevelt thereupon, at my re- 
quest, wrote a long reasoned article in 
favor of a League of Nations which 
we published in The Independent of 
January 4, 1915, under the title of 
“Utopia or Hell.” 

When I subsequently told ex-Pres- 
ident Taft of what Mr. Roosevelt had 
said and done, he replied, “This is 
certainly lucky. We Unitarians don’t 
believe in Hell, so there is only one 
alternative.”

prejudices as pervade the several 
States, will render explanation un- 
necessary. I wish the Constitution 
which is offered had been made more 
perfect but I sincerely believe it is 
the best that could be obtained at this 
time. 

“As there is a constitutional door 
open for it, 1 think the people can as 
they will have the advantage of ex- 
perience on their side, decide with as 
much propriety on the alterations and ] 
| amendments which are necessary, as 
ourselves. I do not think we are 
more inspired, have more wisdom or 
1 possess more virtue, than those who 
1 will come after us. Every State has 
I some objection to the present form, 
and these objections are directed to 
different points. That which is most 
pleasing to one is obnoxious to 
another, and so vice versa. If then the 
union of the whole te a desirable ob-

WHEAT OF BROOKLYN 
IS NATURAL BATTER 

Slugger Crouches, Shifts Feet 
and Kicks Up Much Dirt- 

Has Decidedly Awkward Motions 

While at Bat, But Is In Position to 
Hit Anywhere — He Is Called a 
Free Swinger. 

Whnt Is the difference between form 
and style? In other words, whnt Is 
the difference between n nnturnl pro- 
pensity tn do the right thing In n sport 
and the doing of that thing in an easy 
and graceful fashion? asks Thomas 
S. Rice, baseball critic on the Brooklyn 
Engle. 

We have discoursed upon Helnle 
Zimmermnn ns the naturally easy and 
graceful ball player, and have given 
him credit for the game. Now come 
we to a distinguished athlete who is 
very much different. The same Is Jfcic- 
cheus D. Wheat, left fielder of the 
Brooklyn Superbns. 

Zimmermnn would delight the golfer, 
because Zim keeps his feet In precise- 
ly the theoretical position for doing 
the best work. Zach stands well up to 
the plate, but has decidedly awkward 
motions while there. He shifts his 
feet, crouches a bit, kicks the dirt 
from behind him — and hits the ball 
better than Zim. How come? The ex- 
perts on golf form would wag thalr 
heads nt the sight of Zach, or duck 
their heads out of the way of one of 
his terrific smashes. 

But the graceful and easy stuff does 
not fool the old-time baseball player or 
manager any more than does the 
awkward stuff. Uncle Wilbert Rob- 
inson of the Brooklyn Superbns says 
Wheat Is one of the most natural bat- 
ters he ever beheld. 

"You can tell he is a batter as soon 
ns he steps to the plate,” says Uncle 
Wilbert. “Zach’s every movement of the 
shoulders and arms is well timed. He 
may kick up some dirt and give the 
groundkeeper unnecessary’ labor, but ns 
soon ns the ball starts toward him you 
can see that ills limbs are free. That 
Is, he Is In position to hit anywhere 
If tlie occasion nrlses.

President Wilson on His Tour to 
Argue Peace Treaty Case 
Before the People. 

HE ACCEPTS NO COMPROMISE 


iSsnats Committee Votes ts Report 

Pact With Reservation* — Supreme 
Council Sends Ultimatum to 
Roumania and Warning 
to Germany — indus- 
trial Conference 
Planned. 

By EDWARD W. PICKARD. 

President Wilson is on his way, tell- 
ing the people of the United States 
face to face how excellent a document 
la the peace treaty with the Incorpor- 
ated League of Nations covenant, nnd 
how necessary to the welfare of the 
world It Is thot It should be ratified by 
the senate speedily. Beginning his ad- 
dresses at Columbus, O., he continued 
them at Indianapolis, St. Louis, Kan- 
sas City and Des Moines, and he ia 
now proceeding on westward by the 
northern route. Before leaving Wash- 
ington Mr. Wilson had a final confer- 
«nce with Senator Hitchcock and Is- 
sued instructions to his supporters to 
snake a fight to a finish for ratification 
of the treaty just as it stands. 

8enator Hitchcock on the same day 
addressed the senate on the question, 
hotly denouncing the opponents of the 
treaty, even those who favor only mild 
reservations. He declared the real 
purpose of the majority on the foreign 
Relations committee was to kill the 
pact entirely, and Indeed there seems 
to be justification for that assertion. 
Senator Knox'a proposal that the trea- 
ty he rejected and a separate peace 
made with Germany, he said was an In- 
enne mixture of poltroonery and folly. 
Mr. Hitchcock took direct Issue with 
those who complain that the United 
'States will derive no advantages nnd 
benefits from the treaty as It is. They 
•evidently have no conception, he said, 
of the enormous benefits America will 
get from It, nnd intimated these would 
come through the operations of the 
reparations commission, though how, 
end what they would be, he neglected 
go explain. 

The senate committee on foreign re- 
lations voted to recommend the ratifi- 
cation of the treuty by the senate with 
four Important modifications. These 
reservations provide for unconditional 
right to withdraw from the L"ague of 
Nations; assumption of no obligation 
Ito guarantee territorial integrity of 
cations or to employ troops for co- 
ercive purposes or to accept mandates 
except under the direction of congress; 
full freedom to determine what ques- 
tions are domestic and therefore not 
subject to consideration by the league; 
exemption of the Monroe doctrine from 
consideration by the league and dec- 
laration that the United States is sole 
'interpreter of that doctrine. 

Senator Shields of Tennessee, Dera- 
locrat, joined the majority in voting for 
all the reservations except that re- 
lating to article X. Senator McCura- 
ber of North Dakota voted against the 
first two reservations. On the last two 
the vote was 11 to 0. 

The committee resolution stipulates 
that the treaty ratification by the Unit- 
ed States shall not take effect until 
the American reservations have been 
accepted by three of the four other 
great powers: Great Britain, France, 
Italy and Japan. 

The hearings granted the representa- 
tives of small and dissatisfied peoples 
t>y the foreign relations committee 
must be regarded as largely political 
t*nnk. Tbe spokesmen for the Irish 
of course made the loudest noise, de- 
manding that the senate reject the 
treaty entire, but the Republican sen- 
ators know, as do most Americans, 
that tbe Irish question la none of our 
tmsinewi; moreover, many of us be- 
glev* the Irish already art tolerably 


free and In the way of being freer very 
soon. 

As for the Chinese, if Yosuke Mnt- 
sucku, a member of the Japanese peace 
delegation, 1 b to be believed, the wind 
will soon be taken out of the sails of 
those who are shouting agnlnst the 
Shnntung settlement. He thinks Japnn 
will open negotiations In a very fe\^ 
weeks for the settling of the Shantung 
question in a way that will satisfy ev* 
eryone. Tokyo will offer to restore the 
territory to China, withdrawing all 
Japanese troops, stipulating that the 
peninsula shall be open to internation- 
al trade and that there shail be an in- 
ternational settlement at Tslng-Tao, 
and that the Shantung railway shall 
be operated by a Chlno-Japanese joint 
corporation. There are reasons to be- 
lieve the Chinese government Is not 
nearly so angry over the Shantung ar- 
ticle as the American opponents of the 
treaty pretend to be. 

Hungary continues to present the 
most annoying problems now before 
the peace conference. The Roumnninn 
occupants of the country so far have 
been absolutely defiant of the orders 
of the supreme council and are said 
to be plundering It in a most shame- 
ful way. Finally the exasperated 
council last week dlspntched to the 
Roumanians an ultimatum couched in 
drastic terras, demanding that they 
evacuate Hungary and hand over to 
the alllea for proper distribution all 
the goods they have requisitioned. The 
Roumanian diplomatic representatives 
In the allied capitals Also were sum- 
moned by the foreign ministers who 
Impressed on them the seriousness of 
the situation that would arise If their 
government should refuse to comply. 
The position of tha Roumanians Ib that 
what they call the war between them 
and tha Hungarians Is a new affair and 
that tha allied conference has nothing 
to do wtth It 

In Budapest they ware trying hard 
to establish a government that the al- 
lies would recognize. Friedrich offer- 
ed to resign la favor of a coalition cab- 
inet formed by Heinrich, a wholesale 
hardware merchant, on certain condi- 
tions.

Serbia officially denied the report 
of a general revolt of the Montene- 
grins. but neutral observers who have 
arrived in Baris from the Blnck Moun- 
tain country declare the Serbs are fast 
wiping out the loyal people of Monte- 
negro and that they can be saved only 
by military intervention by America 
and Great Brltnln. These observers 
assert that mucli of the food Hoover 
sent into that country fell into the 
hands of the Serbs and thut no Monte- 
negrin can obtain supplies unless lie 
denounces his own country and swears 
allegiance to King Peter of Serbia. 

Late reports from the Ukraine said 
Petlura and Denlklne were closing In 
on Kleff and apparently were about to 
take that important city from the bol- 
shevlkl. The Reds claim the capture 
of Dubovkn, on the lower Volga, and 
also announced that Admiral Kolchuk 
had evacuated Omsk and established 
his government at Irkutsk, 1,950 miles 
further east. Kolchak has Issued a 
stirring appeal to all loyal Russians 
to rejoin the ranks, and his representa- 
tives have been granted the privilege 
of recruiting in Japan. The Esthonl- 
ans bad the bolshevik armies in so 
tight a hole that the LenJne govern- 
I inent offered to make peace with them. 
| Trotsky, addressing the Petrograd sot- 
let. said the bolabevlkl must stand Im- 
1 pregnably in the defense of that city. 

The rejiorts that General Gough, the 
1 British commander, was about to ut- 
tack Petrograd appear to have been 
untrue. The Poles also, using tanks 
1 for the first time, whipped the bolshev- 
ikl, cupturlng the fortified town of Bob- 
' | ruisk and 500 prisoners.

As It Is left by the 
treaty, Austrin will be nn unimportant

This being con- 
trary to the Versailles treaty, the Ger- 
man government was told that the ar- 
ticle must be changed within a fort- 
night or the allies would undertake a 
further occupation of the left bnnk of 
the Rhine. The Berlin press there- 
upon warned the allies of the danger 
of precipitating a new revolt of the 
German people. The Pan-Germans, 
by no means suppressed, held a union 
conference recently in Berlin which 
was participated In by Austrians, nnd 
laid plans for the restoration of the 
Imperial government, union with Aus- 
trin and the recovery of the lands ced- 
ed by the pence treuty. 

Marshnl Foch has determined the 
territory which the American troops 
will occupy permanently in the Rhine- 
land. It will be about twice as great 
In extent as thut occupied by them re- 
cently. 

Just before starting out on his speak- 
ing tour President Wilson announced 
that a general conference on indua- 
trial and economic questions wovrid be 
held In Washington early in October. 
Already a number of leaders of finance, 
manufacturing, labor. and agriculture 
have been invited ana the list will be 
enlarged from time to time. The pres- 
ident and members of his cabinet will 
take part In the discussions, and it Is 
the hope and belief of Mr. Wilson and 
Indeed of everyone that the sessions of 
this round table will have decisive ben- 
eficial results In the way of stabilizing 
industrial conditions. Certainly much 
good should come of the frank Inter- 
change of opinions and suggestions 
that Is planned. 

In general the labor situation Is un- 
changed, pending the president's tour, 
tbe war on high prices and the above 
mentioned conference. At the same 
time the radical elements are keeping 
busy, and It may be the threatened 
strike of steel workers will come any 
day.

BEAUTIFYING THAT BARE SPOT 

Ferns Particularly Adapted for Growth 
in Garden Spaces That Seem 
8o Uninviting. 

There Is perhaps no plnnt grown 
which appeals to the refined taste of 
the gardener nnd lover of plant life 
as the fern — with Its wonderful grace 
of form nnd variety of color shading. 

Few people realize wliat charming 
effects can be obtained nt a very small 
cost with the nld of our native wood 
ferns. We admire them when they are 
seen In their native cool and shaded 
haunts, but we do not realize they can 
easily be transplanted and will quickly 
contribute to the beauty of our lawns 
and gardens. 

Ferns may bo found In the woods 
of almost every Btate in the Union. 
Around every house, whether in city 
or village, there are shady spots where 
grass nnd flowers will not grow. We 
look at these bare and uninviting 
places and wish something could be 
done to make them attractive. Take 
a day off, go to the woods, and with 
a trowel dig up some ferns, secure as 
many varieties as possible, plant them 
In the prepared bed, the large, varie- 
ties at the back, the more delicate in 
front. 

It does not require so many for a 
start, as they multiply rapidly. Keep 
them moist until thoroughly estab- 
lished. Late In the fall cover with 
leaves. In the spring do not remove 
these leaves from the bed, as they 
help to hold the moisture. Enrich the 
soil and give the ferns more of their 
native conditions. Thus the former 
unsightly spots will have become 
places of Joy and beauty. — Thrift Mag- 
azine.

AUTO-RAILROAD CAR USED IN EGYPT 


American Automobile Association Will 
8eek to Help Development 
of Highways. 


Nntlonnl, state nnd county hlpliwny 
development nlong Round economic 
lines will ho emphasized In a greater 
dopree than ever before by the Amer- 
ican Automobile association, an- 
nounces Georpe C. Diehl, chairman of 
Its good roads board. 

,T. E. Penny-barker, chief of manage- 
ment of the federal bureau of public 
roads, nnd generally recognised ns the 
foremost authority on pood road man- 
agement, has resigned his post to be- 
come director of roads for the associa- 
tion. Mr. Pennybacker originated and 
edited the “Good Hoads Year Hook," 
nnd was adviser to the Joint commit- 
tee on federal aid In post roads of the 
sennte nnd house of representatives 
before taking charge of the manage- 
ment brunch of the federal road bu- 
reau. 

“The federal aid rond act Is a mile- 
stone on the way. but only a mile- 
stone,” declnred Mr. Diehl. “Ultimate- 
ly there will come a i ntlonnl pystem 
of highways correlated .vlth state sys- 
tems nnd these In turn with country 
systems. There will be dlllieult prob- 
lems of finance, of administration, nnd 
of traffic regulations to be solved. In 
these questions the six million motor- 
vehicle owners should take an active 
part, for these nre questions thnt must 
he settled right nnd In accordance with 
Intelligent public opinion. The A. A. 
A. good roads honrd will actively seek 
to sound the best sentiment on these 
subjects nnd to bring to light the best 
thought In their working out.”

Average of 2.5 Motorcars for Every 
Mile of Public Road in the 
United States. 


AUTOMOBILE NOTES 


(Prepared by the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture.) 

The total road mileage of the 
United States outside Incorporated 
towns nnd cities Is about 2,450,000 
miles. With a total registration of 
0,146,017 motor vehicles there wns, 
therefore, an average of 2.5 motor- 
cars for every mile of public road In 
the United States. The distribution 
of curs among the several states, how- 
ever; Is far from uniform. Thus, Ne- 
vada has but two enrs to every three 
miles of road, while Rhode Island has 
16 cars to each mile of rural road. 
Furthermore, while there was an aver- 
age of one motorcar registration for 
every 10 persons In the United States, 
In the states of California and Ne- 
braska there was one car for every 
seven persons, and one car for every 
eight persons In Iowa nnd South Da- 
kota, but only one ear for every 51 
persons In Alabama, every 40 In Louis- 
iana,. or every 42 persons in Arkunsns.

Coconut Cookies. — Tnke one cupful 
of shortening, one nnd one-half cup- 
fuls of sugar, two eggs, one cupful 
grated coconut, one-half cupful of 
sweet milk, one-lmlf teaspoonful of 
soda, one tenspoonful of cream of tnr- 
tar, one tenspoonful of vanilla, flour 
enough to make a soft dough ; roll as 
usual, using ns little flour ns possi- 
ble. Bake In a quick oven. 

Coconut Macaroons. — Cream one 
tdblespoonful of butter with half a 
cupful of sugar, mid one beaten egg, 
one nnd one-half cupfuls of oatmeal 
nnd half a cup of coconut. Drop by 
spoonfuls on n buttered sheet and bake 
In a hot oven. This recipe makes 
twenty-four. 

Nut Titbits. — Beat the whites of two 
eggs until stiff, add a cupful of sugar 
gradually nnd fold in one cupful of 
chopped nuts nnd two cupfuls of corn- 
flakes. Bake on a sheet In a moderate 
oven. Drop the cakes from a tea- 
spoon and leave space to spread. 


Sauce. — Put two tnblespoonfuls of 
butter Into n bowl ; add n tenspoonful 
of chopped parsley and the Juice of 
half n lemon. Bent to n crenm nnd 
set nwny In n cool place until needed. 

Mock Fried Oysters. — Prepare, 
scrape nnd boll until tender n bunch 
or two of salsify or vegetable oys- 
ters, with a small piece of codfish; 
when cooked mash, season ; add egg, 
a tnblespoonful of flour and a bit of 
crenm for two cupfuls of mashed sal- 
sify. Mold Into flnt cakes nnd dip 
Ir. egg nnd crumbs; fry as oysters. 
Serve very hot. 

Salsify may be escalloped, creamed, 
added to omelet or cooked nnd mixed 
with celery nnd served on lettuce as 
a salad. 

Salsify Soup. — Prepare the snlslfy 
for any dish nnd cook until tender; 
add n thin white sauce well seasoned 
and thickened with n tnblespoonful 
each of flour and butter cooked to- 
gether. 

Creamed Hazelnuts. — Shell and 
blanch a cupful of hnzclnuts ; holl un- 
til soft. Drop them Into well-season- 
ed white sauce and serve In pntty 
shells or In ramekins. These nuts are 
nice blanched nnd salted as one does 
almonds or peanuts.

Oatmeal Cookies. — Tnke three cup- 
fuls of oatmeal, one-half cupful of 
sugar, one cupful of water or cold 
coffee anil one ennful of shortening.

sters, hence Its name vegetable “oy- 
sters." When snlslfy Is cooked and 
served with a little codfish the flavor 
of the oyster Is heightened. It Is a 
root which must he scraped and kept 
under water to keep It from turning 
dark colored. It should never be cook- 
ed In an Iron vessel. 

Egg Plant With Mushroom Stuffing. 
— Cut the egg plant In halves length- 
wise nnd parboil In salted water until 
the pulp Is tender. Scoop out the pulp 
to within an inch from the skin. Chop 
the pulp flue; add half Its hulk of 
chopped mushrooms which have been 
sauted in n little butter five minutes, 
the same amount of soaked hread 
crumbs, half a tuldespoonful of mlnc«d 
onion, n tnblespoonful of butter, nnd 
snlt and pepper to tuste. Fill the 
shells with the mixture; lay In a well- 
buttered pan. sprinkle with buttered 
crumbs nnd buke three-quarters of an 
hour. Minced hum may he used In 
place of the mushrooms and the onion 
may he omitted. This dish Is a de- 
licious accompaniment to steak or 
game. 

Mashed Egg Plant. — Boll an egg 
plant whole, wlihout paring. When 
tender drain and remove the skin. 
Mash smooth; add half a cupful of 
bread crumbs, two tuhlespoonfuls of 
butter, salt und pepper to taste, u 
little grated onion, or u clove of gar- 
lic cut and used to rub the Inside of 
I the baking dish. Fill the dish aial 
smooth the top. Cover with buttered 
crumbs and buke until the crumbs are 
brown. 

Salsify, Stewed.- -Cover two bunch- 
es of salsify with cold water ; let stand 
I for an hour. Scrape and drop each 
piece Into water to which a table- 
spoonful of vinegar hus been added. 
Cut In small slices und cook In boil- 
ing salted water with an Inch-piece of 
codfish. Cook until tender and most 
of the liquor evaporated ; add cream or 
milk, butter salt and pepper aud serve

In the serving of meat, flHh or game 
the sauce which accompunles It Is 
most Important. Commonly such foods 
are well cooked, hut an appropriate 
sauce served with the dish Is not so 
common. 

With fish the favorite sauce has 
same add to moke It appetizing, for 
meat and game highly seasoned sauce 
formed from stock as a busls are liked, 
illtbough sweet suuces also hold fa- 
vor. For a thick. Juicy broiled steak 
there Is nothing more tasty than 

Maltre d’Hotel Butter. — Put one- 
fourth of a cupful of butter into a 
howl und crenm It with a wooden 
spoon ; add half a teaspoonful of finely 
minced parsley and lustly, adding very 
slowly, three-fourths of a tublespoon- 
f ill of lemon Juice. 

A sauce which makes a dish of 
boiled or steamed fish out of the ordi- 
nary Is 

Olive and Almond Sauce. — Melt three 
tuhlespoonfuls of butter, add the same 
. amount of flour, and when well mixed 
add one cupful of white stock. Cook 
until smooth and Just before serving 
add half a cupful of creuui, one-fourth 
of a cupful of slircdded almonds, one 
, tenspoonful of beef extract, eight 
olives, stoned und cut In quarters, half 
a tublespoonful of lemon Juice und salt 
aud cayenne to taste. 

As a garnish for duck or a salad to 
serve with game, sliced oranges with 
a well-seasoned French dressing la es- 
pecially good. 

A most tasty tomato sauce may be 
prepared by using u cupful or less of 
the canned tomato soup. It Is strained, 
seasoned and slightly thickened, so 
with other seasonings for variety, the 
sauce Is ready to serve. 

■ TltlCn xiS. 
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Iodine. — Use worm water and soap; 
alcohol ; or ammonia. 

Ink. — Try cold water; then use an 
acid or bleach If necessary. 

Iron. — Use oxalic acid; hydro- 
chloric acid; salts of lemon; or lemon 
juice and salt. 

Kerosene. — Use warm water and 
soap. 

Lampblack and Soot. — Use kero- 
sene, benzine, chloroform, ether, gaso- 
line, or carbon tetrucliloride. 

Mildew. — If fresh, use cold water; 
otherwise try to blench with Jnvelle 
water or potassium permanganate. 

Paint and Varnish. — Use alcohol, 
carbon tetrachloride, chloroform, or 
turpentine. 

Perspiration. — Use soap and warm 
water; bleach In the sun or with 
Jnvelle water or potassium perman- 
ganate. 

Pitch, Tar, and Wheel Grease. — Rub 

with fat ; then use soap and warm 
water; or benzine, gasoline, or carbon 
tetrachloride. 

Scorch. — Blench In the sunshine or 
with Jnvelle water. 

Shoe Polish (Black). — Use soap and 
water; or turpentine. 

Shoe Polish (Tan), — Use alcohol. 

Sirup.— Use water. 

Stove Polish. — Use cold water and 
soap; or kerosene, benzine, or gaso- 
line. 

Vaseline.— Use kerosene or turpen- 
tine. 

Water. — Steam or Bponge the entire 
surfncc of wnter-spotted materials. 

Wax. — Scrnpe off ns much as pos- 
sible. Use French chalk, blotting pa- 
per or other absorbent with a warm 
Iron; or use benzine or gasoline. If 
color remains, use alcohol or bleach. 


the stain Is still fresh. Drying, ex- 
posure to air, washing and ironing, 
all mnke it harder to remove the 
stain. The nature of the stain should 
be known If possible before Its re- 
moval Is attempted, since this de- 
termines the treatment to be adopted. 
An unsuitable stuin remover may 
“set" the stain so Its removal be- 
comes difficult or even Impossible. 

Treatment Depends on Fabric. 

The kind of fabric on which the 
stain occurs also should be known, for 
the method of treatment depends 
much on the nuture, color, weave, fin- 
ish and weight of the fabric. Do not 
use strong acids on cotton, and even 
diluted ones should be neutralized aft- 
erwards with a suitable alkali. Care 
also should be taken In tbe use of the 
alkali, as it weakens the fabric. 

After any reagent rinse the fabric 
well. Do not use very hot water on 
wool or silk. Rubbing also must be 
avoided with these fabrics. Both wool 
and silk are dissolved by strong al- 
kalis ; borax or a weak solution of 
ammonia Is more suitable. Acids, 
with the exception of nitric, do not at- 
tack silk und wool readily. 

With colored materials avoid use of 
a bleaching agent which will destroy 
the color of the material. Because of 
this It Is much more difficult to re- 
move stains from colored material 
than from white.

Blood and Meat Juice. — Use cold wa- 
ter; soap and cold water; or starch 
paRte. 

Bluing. — Use boiling wnter. 

Chocolate and Cocoa. — Use borax 
and cold water ; bleach If necessary.

It Is Essential That Vegetables Be 
Cut Fairly Fine and Thoroughly 
Mixed — Add Onion, Chives 
or Green Pepper. 

(Prepared by the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture.) 

Hash may be made with one or 
many cooked vegetables used alone or 
combined with meat or fish. Potato 
Is the most useful vegetable for n 
hash, us It combines well with rneut 
or with other vegetable!. 

It Is essential for good hash that the 
vegetables be cut fairly fine, but not 
so fine that tbe pieces will lose their 
shape or stick together — thut Is, the 
particles should drop apart readily 
when shnken on a fork. Each vege- 
table must be cut up separately, then 
all be mixed. Tbe vegetables, or vege- 
table, and meat or fish must be well 
seasoned with salt and pepper, and 
If liked there may be added a little 
minced onion, chive*;, parsley, chervil, 
or green pepper finely minced. The 
hash must be inolsi^ued a little with 
meat broth, milk or water — not more 
than a half cupful for a quart of hush. 

When the hash la mixed, seasoned 
and moistened put a tublespoonful of 
butter or savory drippings In a frying 
pan. When this Is melted put in the 
hash and spread evenly and lightly in 
tbe pan. Over this put little dots of 
butter or savory drippings, using about 
one tublespoonful in all. Cover the 
|*au and place where tbe basb will not 
burn but where tbe beat Is fairly good, 
and cook for half an hour, then fold 
and turn oo a bot platter.

An increase in the basis of awards 
in comjiensution cases to $i’o when 
disability is total and temporary, and 
to $100 when the disability is total 
und permanent. 

An increase in the class of benefi- 
ciaries ot insurance to include uncles, 
aunts, nieces, nephews, brothers-in-law 
sisters-in-law and persons in loco par. 
entis. 

The payment of converted Insur- 
ance, at the electiop of the insured, 
either in one lump sum, or in 30 or 
more installments. 

It is believed by the National Exec- 
utive Committee of the Americun 
Legion that the proposed amendment 
should pass and that in addition there- 
to the law should be amended as 
follows 

To permit lump sum payments for 
term insurance as well as for con 
- verted Insurance, and to , place term 
insurance exactly on the baine basisj 
us to payments, as converted insur- 
[ mice, thus enabling a man who can- 
not now afford to convert his iusur. 
ante to have the same advantage as 
the man who is able to immediately 
convert.

The President's conference with the 
members of the Senate Foreign Rela- 
tions Committee should send the Trea- 
ty unchallenged to Immediate ratifica- 
tion. In the address with which he 
°pone<] the conference, Mr. Wilson ap- 
pealed to the understanding, tlie can- 
dor, the fairness, the patriotism, and 
the Judgment of the Senators. He 
pointer! out to them that our present 
condition Is that of being at "war 
when there is no war"; he laid lte- 
fore them clearly the need of the 
country’s industry for settled peace; 
he pointed out the grave risks we run 
by further postponement of peace of 
losing our present advantage in Inter- 
national trade; labor will be in a 
turmoil, and there can be no stable 
conditions of employment until we 
know what the final settlement will be; 
the future of Europe will remain un- 
certain. and there can be no return to 
normal conditions of life in this coun- 
try until the war has been ended by 
acceptance of this comuact. 

In his address and in his frank 
answers to innumerable questions It 
scents to us, and we are altogether con- 
fident that it will seem to the coun- 
try, that Mr. Wilson met and disposed 
of every reasonable objection that has 
been advanced against particular pro- 
visions of the Treaty. Our withdraw- 
al from the League at any time is sub- 
ject to no other decision than our 
own. As the Times has repeatedly 
pointed out, the question whether our 
obligations have been fulfilled is one 
for our own determining in the light 
of conscience and honor. Action un- 
der Article X. is again subject to our 
own judgment; Congress has unques- 
tionable authority to determine 
whether we do or do not take paft 
in active resistance to aggression upon 
the territory of League members. The 
Monroe Doctrine remains above and 
beyond the League jurisdiction; it is 
sustained by the whole principle of 
the League, and in terms recognized. 
Questions of domestic policy are as 
free from any foreign dictation or 
meddling as they ever were, and the 
other nations are equally interested 
with ourselves in maintaining that ex- 
clusive jurisdiction. If the President’s 
elucidation of the letter or spirit of the 
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Sidney 


the League covenant, but somewhere 
outside. It that be true, then the 
people must deal with the Senatorial 
obstructionists, for the President has 
exhausted the resources of reasoning 
and exposition. 

Interpretations or explanations of 
w’hat the Senato understands the mean- 
ing of the Treaty to be, so long as they 
do not alter the text, the President Is 
willing to accept. It is the duty of 
the Senate to give heed to the im- 
portant distinction he makes between 
such explanations as part of the act 
of ratification and anything of that na- 
ture appended to it. Made a part of 
the act, they may be construed as 
qualifying the Treaty provisions; that 
would put us In a position differing 
from that of other nations. Yet every 
treaty is a mutual compact; the signa- 
tories must be upon a footing of equali- 
ty. The danger la, and it Is worthy 
of the most serious consideration In 
the Senate, that the adoption of such 
phrases In the act itself would be a 
direct invitation to other nations to 
add interpretations of their own. That, 
the President points out, would leave 
the way open for dangerous confusion 
and delay. Mr. Wilson speaks with 
full knowledge of what went on at 
Paris when he tells the Senators that 
our example "would be immediately 
followed in many quarters, in some in- 
stances with very serious reserva-

Edward C. R. Bagley, State Di- 
rector of Prisons, in his otiicial re- 
port says: "Prohibition will eventual- 
ly remove drunkeness from the list 
of offenses responsible for sending 
many persons to correctional institu- 
tions and prisons,” and adds “with 
intoxicating liquor out of reacli of 
all, the arrests for drunkeness will 
be few in the future as to be a 
negligible quantity.” He gives in 
his report some figures, comparing a 
rum month with a no rum month, 
that showed a large number of ar- 
rests for drunkeness in ilie wet 
month und a 76 per cent, decrease in 
tlie dry month, and said “the show- 
ing for August will be decidedly 
better.”

Dr. Alexander Graham Bell, of 
Washington, one of the world’s -most 
distinguished scientists, sends to the 
League to Enforce Peace copy of a 
letter in which he declined an invita- 
tion to join the so-called "League for 
the Preservation of American Inde- 
pendence." The only good thing 
about this organization is its name, 
and Dr. Bell’s letter shows why the 
name does not fit. He writes as fol- 
lows : 

Henry A. Wise Wood, Secretary, 

League for the Preservation of 
American Independence. 

Dear Sir: 

In reply to your communication of 
July 17 I may say that in my opinion 
there is absolutely no use in making 
any peace treaty with Germany unless 
a guarantee is provided to assure the 
carrying out of the peace terms. That 
guarantee is the organization of the 
League of Nations; and the Covenant 
therefore should form an Integral part 
of the peace treaty and not be sep- 
arated from it and considered after- 
wards as a separate proposition. The 
guarantee must be provided at the 
same time with the treaty itself. 

The Covenant is of course in the 
nature of a compromise and like all 
compromises cannot be entirely satis- 
factory to ail of the parties Involved. 

1 but the Covenant itself provides means 
for amendment after the League has 
been formed. This being so I would 
strongly urge the ratification of the 
League of Nations Covenant, without 
amendments or reservations that 
would delay Peace or endanger the 
treaty by making necessary its re- 
submission to the Signatory Nations. 

I must thank you for your invita- 
tion to Join the “league for the Pres 
ervation of American Independence." j 
The title appeals to me, for no one j 
can be more anxious lo preserve Ameri- 
can independence than I am. But j 
after examining with care your dec- 
laration of principles I am surprised ! 
to find that the association you ask ( 
me to join is not a league "for tne pres- 1 
ervation of American independence" at 
all; but simply represents a camou- 
flaged attack on the Constitution of 
the league of Nations — the noblest at- 
tempt yet made to bring about bar 
mony and cooperation among the na- 
tions of the world in the interests of 
peace and civilization. 

A Man of Straw 

The declaration slam out with the 
absolutely false statement that the 
Constitution of the League of Nations 
would deprive the American people 
“of basic liberties won by the Revo- j 
lutionary War or subsequently ac- 1 
quired. among which is their inde 
pendence." 

Having thus set up a man of straw 
the attempt is made to knock him down 
by the organization of a league osten- 
sibly for the preservation of "Arueri- j 

can independence" vMiich is not 
threatened.

Many have predicted thnt a serious 
accident would occur at Allen street, 
at the foot of the Quincy avenue hill, 
East Braintree, during the construc- 
tion of the new bridge. There have 
been some of a minor nature, but 
last Saturday morning the expected 
happened: 

The chauffeur of a heavy truck 
wag killed; 

His companion Jumped and narrow- 
ly escaped. 

The house of Robert L. Locke a- 
butting AJlen street was wrecked, 
and damaged by tire to the etxent of 
$ 1 , 000 . 

The victim was Cuthbert Phibodau 
of River street, Woonsocket, who with 
H. Ernest Belcher were employed by 
Wriglit Brothers of Boston in truck- 
ing live tons of wool from Woonsocket 
to the plant of the Wool Scouring 
Company at East Weymouth 

Evidently Ulie 7-ton truck loaded 
high with 5 tons of wool approached 
the down grade nt too great a speed. 
An attempt to change from “high” 
to “low” was unsuccessful, and the 
tiuck crashed down the hill nt a 
speed of 30 miles or more. 

Before the truck was half way down 


tlie hill tile chauffeur told Belcher 
ne better Jump, which he did, and 
turned at least two somersaults. Ho 
was not seriously injured, however, 
but sit down on the edgestone, and 
told a bystander that Phibodnu was 
on the truck. Look out for him. 

The chauffeur stuck to his post. 
Had the street been straight lie might 
have gone along all right, but tho 
shar^i right angle turn nt Allen street 
necessary to mako the detour could 
not be navigated. The truck struck 
a low curbing, Jumped into the air, 
turned a somersault nnd landed bot- 
tom up in the Locko yard which in 
10 to 12 feet below the grade of the 
street; — on two sides are concrete 
walls, nnd on tho right the houso 
which had a basement below tho 
street level. 

Tlie corner of Ihe basement room 
was carried away when the heavy 
truck struck it, and immediately a 
sheet of flames enveloped the truck 
and the house. 

The chauffeur was thrown to the 
ground between th e truck and tho 
wall, and almost free of the truck, 
but he was enveloped in flames, ami 
the garden hose stream first used tu 
(Continued on Pnge 5.)

NEWS REVIEW OF 
CURRENT EVENTS 

Peace Treaty Reported to the 
Senate for Ratification With 
Alterations. 

MINORITY REPORT ALSO MADE 


President Wilson’s Harsh Words 

Against Opponents Call Forth Re- 
plies — Treaty With Austria Is 

8igned — Fatal Strike Rlote 
In Hammond and Boston. 

By EDWARD W. PICKARD. 

Whether or not It wins to the cause 
of the treaty any supporters. President 
Wilson’s tour already has had one Im- 
portant result. It has Induced the sen- 
ate committee on foreign relations to 
relense Its grip on the pact and report 
It to the senute for action. So the fight 
over the treaty Is now transferred to 
the floor of the upper house. How 
long final action there will be delayed 
no man can tell. . 

The majority report of the commit- 
tee, representing the vlewH of Chalr- 
mnn Lodge and the other rndlcal op- 
ponents of the treaty and League of 
Nations — the latter especially — rec- 
ommends the ratification of the treaty 
with four Important reservations, ns 
set forth In these columns a week ago, 
and ulso It recommends the amend- 
ments then mentioned. These amend- 
ments and reservations alike, says the 
report, “are governed by a single pur- 
pose, and that Is to guard American 
rights und American sovereignty, the 
Invasion of which would stimulate 
breaches of fnith, encouruge conflicts, 
and generate wars." 

That the adoption of amendments 
would necessitate the reassembling of 
the pence conference Is denied In the 
report, since the conference probably 
will be In session for six months more, 
and It Is also asserted that the German 
delegates could easily be brought back 
to Paris, and that, as Germany Is not 
a member of the league, she need not 
be consulted about changes In the cove- 
nant. Illume for delay la shifted from 
the committee to the peace conference 
Itself, und the statement often made 
by the advocates of unreserved rati- 
fication, that trude cannot be resumed 
until such action Is taken. Is char- 
acterised as a "mere delusion.” The 
report sarcastically calls attention to 
the fact that Premier Lloyd George In 
recent Important speeches fulled to 
point out that acceptance of the league 
covenant by Great Britain had relieved 
the sociul, political and economic trou- 
bles of that country und hail not sug- 
gested that prompt action on the treaty 
by the American senate would Immedi- 
ately lower the price of beef. As for 
the fears that other nations may not 
accept American amendments, the re- 
port says : “That Is one thing that cer. 
tatnly will not happen. . . . The 

other nations will take us on our own 
terms, for without us their league Is 
a wreck and all their guins from a 
victorious peace are Imperiled." 

Senator Hitchcock presented the re- 
port of the minority of the committee, 
signed by the Democratic members 
with the exception of Senator Shields 
of Tennessee, who had declared him- 
self In favor of the Dtdge reservations. 
This report was no whit behind that of 
the uiajorlty in forcefulnests of lan- 
guage and argument, and declared that 
refusal to ratify the treaty as It stands 
would mean the sacrifice by the United 
States of all concesslona obtained from 
Gtvmany under a dictated peace, would 
leave the Industrial world In ferment, 
the finauda! world In doubt and com- | 
tuerce halted. Concerning the pro- | 
posed amendments the report said : 
“We see no reason to discuss their I 
character at length. In our opinion ! 
they have no merit, but whether they j 
be good, bad or Indifferent their adop- ] 
tlon by the senate can have no pos- | 
alble effect except to defeat the par- ] 
tlcipnuon of the United States in the 
treaty. None of them could by any | 
possibility be accepted by even the 
great nations associated with the 
L'uited States In the war, and uone of 


them could by any possibility be dic- 
tated to Germany. To adopt any one 
of them, therefore, is equivalent to re- 
jecting the treaty." 

The report sets forth some of the 
concessions from Germany which. It 
says, America would sacrifice. Most of 
these are acceptances by Germany of 
action already taken by tha United 
States and which the moat ardant ad- 
vocate of the treaty would not suggest 
that the United States would recon- 
sider even If Germany withheld Its as- 
sent. The really important point 
brought out In this connection was 
that unless we are a party to the 
treaty we will have no membership on 
the reparations commission, which for 
years to come will have enormous con- 
trol over the trade and commerce of 
Germany with oth,er nations. 

President Wilson, moving steadily 
toward the Pacific const, Is Rtrlklng 
telling blows In behalf of the treaty 
and Is meeting with enthusiastic re- 
ceptions everywhere. His admirers, 
however, cannot full to regret that he 
is descending to rather undignified 
abuse of those who oppose his poli- 
cies, and that he resorts to specious 
argument In appealing to specinl in- 
terests, as when he told the farmers of 
North Dakota that If the treaty were 
uot ratified Europe would not buy their 
wheat. 

Mr. Wilson’s harsh words against 
his opponents called forth Instant re- 
sponse from Senator Kenyon in the 
senate nnd from Senators Borah, John- 
son and McCormick, who opened the 
speaking tour of the re.vervatlonlsts in 
Chicago. The president had called the 
senators who demand reservations In 
the treaty “contemptible quitters,’’ and 
Kenyon heatedly declared the “most 
contemptible quitters In the history of 
the world were those who assembled 
with high Ideals at the Paris confer- 
ence nnd permitted Japan to take over 
Shantung." 

Johnson also took this as his text 
and to the noisy delight of a huge 
Chicago audience undertook to show 
that It was President Wilson who was 
the quitter, In that he had gone across 
the sea with high ldeala of open cove- 
nants, freedom of the seas, removal of 
economic barriers, reduction of arma- 
ments and self-determination for all 
peoples, and had corns home with Just 
what was handed to him. 

Senator Norris of Nebraska took a 
whack at the president In a speech In 
the senate, bitterly attacking the ex- 
penditures of the peace delegation. lie 
said Mr. Wilson “spent money In Paris 
like a drunken sailor,” called attention 
to the payment of 5150,000 to Bernard 
Baruch us a special udvlser, and added : 
“Besides engaging an expensive re- 
tinue of 1,500 people as advisers whose 
advice be did not tnke, the president 
had a glass' root put over the George 
Washington and took mu4clnns from 
the Hotel Blltmore In New York to 
play for him while he was going over 
to Europe." 

Dr. Karl Kenner, on behalf of Aus- 
tria. signed the peace treaty with that 
uuw petty country, but the signatures 
of Uoumanla and Czecho-Slovakla were 
withheld for the present, ltoumanla 
objects to the clauses guaranteeing 
equal civil rights to Jews and other 
religious and racial minorities, and the 
Serbians were waiting for the forma- 
tion of a new cabinet at Belgrade. 
There was no indication of bard feel- 
ings between the allied representa- 
tives and iJootor Renner at the cere- 
mony, and the latter accepted the 
treaty with the hope that before long 
Austria would be given easier terms 
and perhaps the right of self-deter- 
mination and permission to unite with 
tiie German republic. 

Germany, in reply to the peace con- 
ference's objection to the article in the 
new German constitution providing for 
Austrian representation In the reichs- 
ratb. maid the article would remain In- 
effective. The conference answered 
that this was not enough, that the 
article must he expunged ; but this sec- 
ond warning was not expressed so 
forcibly as had beeu intended, owing 
to the objection of Mr. Polk. However. 
Germany cannot but yield. The gov- 
ernment In Berlin evidently expects t 
new Spartaclst uprising In the near 
future, for the Noske guards have been 
making secret preparations, and guns 
have been placed at bridge* and other 
strategic points. Tbit "revolution" had I 


horn scheduled for October but prob- 
ably the date has been ndvanccd. 

The latest news from Russia, which, 
however, comes from bolshevlst 
sources, Is that 12,000 of Admiral Kol- 
chak’s men have been captured by the 
reds nnd the surrender of the re- 
mainder of his southern army Is ex- 
pected. In northern Russia the situ- 
ation of the antlbolshevlsu Is des- 
perate. The Americans have left and 
the British are rapidly completing 
their evacuation of the Archangel re- 
gion. A delegation from the municipal 
and zemstvo organisations of that dis- 
trict has reached London and made a 
pathetic appeal against the withdrawal 
of allied help. 

• 

The Roumanians, at last reports, had 
not yet withdrawn their troops from 
Hungary and Jhelr actions and lan- 
guage continue to be defiant of the al- 
lies. They claim to be acting as a bar- 
rier to the waves of bolshevism that 
threaten to flow over Hungary from 
the east. The Serblana, It Is reported, 
are growing very bitter against Rou- 
manla nnd are talking war and mov- 
ing up their artillery to the frontier. 
An Interesting story comes from 
Vienna of the arrest In Prague of the 
lenders In a monarchist plot that la be- 
lieved tv Include Austria and Hungary 
and with which the Archduke Joseph 
party is said to be allied. It Is fumordfl 
the intention was to put former Em- 
peror Charles back on the throne. 

General Pershing’s return to the 
United States was the occasion of a 
tremendous demonstration In New 
York, lasting over three days and cul- 
minating In an Impressive parade of 
the First division, “first to enter the 
war and Inst to leave," led by the gal- 
lant commander In chief. When Persh- 
ing landed at Hoboken he was present- 
ed by Secretary Baker with his com- 
mission as general, and on Thursday, 
September 18, he will be received by 
both houses of congress In Joint ses- 
sion and will be told formally how 
much the country appreciates his dis- 
tinguished services In accomplishing a 
great task with all credit to the Ameri- 
can nation. 

The Industrial sky was pretty dark 
lost week, nnd Indeed storms broke at 
several points. In Hammond, Ind., the 
striking employees of the Pressed Steel 
Car works engaged In rkoting and 
three of them were killed by the state 
troops and police. Then the members 
of the police force of Boston, who nad 
Joined a luls>r union In deflnuee of 
regulations went on strike, nnd Imme- 
diately the disorderly elements of the 
city began pillaging stores, attacking 
women and Indulging In other riotous 
demonstrations. The loyul police were 
unequal to the emergency and the 
mayor called for the assistance of the 
state militia. Several regiments were 
mobilized und went Into action against 
the mobs, seven persons being killed in 
the fights. All other labor unions In 
the city threatened to go on s’ 'ke In 
symputhy with the police. The firemen 
also suld they would quit If the police- 
men asked It. 

As Chnlnnan Gary of the United 
States Steel corporation directorate 
was obdurate in his refusal to meet 
with the advisory committee of the steal 
workers, despite the efforts of Presi- 
dent Wilson and others, the committee 
called a strike of all union employees 
of the corporation for Monday, Sep- 
tember 22. The strike order will go 
Into effect unless concessions satisfac- 
tory to the unions shall be made before 
that time by the corporation or Presi- 
dent Wilson shall succeed la |>ersuad- 
lug the workers to postpone It. Through 
Secretary Tumulty, the president urged 
on Samuel Goinpera the w isdom of put- 
ting off the strike until after the Indus- 
trial conference that la to meet in 
Washington early next month. Mr. 
Gom|>era was In Dorchester. Maas., 
where he was railed by the death of 
his father, and at the time of writing 
It was not known what would be his 
attitude in the matter. 

There was Joj In Chicago over the 
ending of the long tle-up In the build- 
ing Industry. The carpenters. whose 
refusal to work for less than $1 an 
hour caused the trouble, agreed to re- 
turn to their Jobs for the 92V& cents an 
hour offered by the contractors, until 
next May. when there will be a re- 
adjustment. The settlement permitted 
the resumption of building projects In- 
volving many million* of collar*.

NURSERY-GROWN TREES BEST 

Excellent Reason* Why Wild Varieties 
Are Not Suitable for Growth 
In Cities. 

Digging wild trees for home plant- 
ing Is not successful as n rule. In the 
first place wild trees are likely to 
grow where they are crowded and are 
drawn out taller than they should be. 
Others have not had nn opportunity 
to develop evenly and; may be well 
shaped on one side only. Then the 
roots have been left to spread out at 
long distances and the trees ennnot 
be removed without brenklng off Im- 
portant roots, so the trees will be a 
long while In recovering and a large 
percentage will die. 

Nursery-grown trees are grown 
where they develop evenly on all sides, 
nnd nre frequently transplanted and 
root pruned, which keeps them from 
growing too spindling nnd tlje roots 
nre thus confined to a small area, so 
the trees can easily and safely be 
transplanted. 

In muklng home plantings It is a 
grave error to attempt to use wild 
trees. 

If many trees are to be used It Is 
advisable to visit a nursery and per- 
sonally select each specimen. 


Urge* Value of Beechnut. 

A writer In tho Chicago Dally News 
makes a plea for the beechnut. A 
high-grade quality of this nut might 
easily be made a delicious article of 
food. The beech tree, well grown, Is 
an object of great beauty. In Europe 
extensive avenues of them are found, 
and the fruit curefully conserved. 
Many a township could easily handle 
ulong Its roudsldes 10,000 noble 
beeches find as many hickories, not to 
spenk of a large sprinkling of other 
nut trees nnd shrubs, all of them large- 
ly taking care of themselves. Each 
town or county could have Its own 
nursery for fostering a high grade of 
nut trees and shrubs. 


To Get Rid of Ante. 

Powdered borax sprinkled around 
the Infested places will extennlnate 
both red und black ant*. Powdered 
cloves are suld to drive them away. 
Another plan Is to grease a plate with 
lard and set It where these Insects 
ubouud. They prefer lard to anything 
else, und will forsake augur for It. 
Place a few sticks around the plute for 
the ants to climb up on. Occasionally 
turn the plate bottom side up over the 
fire, and the ante will full in with the 
melted lard. Or, use a small amount 
of oil of turpentine, run Into the 
cracks with an ordinary sewing ma- 
chine oil can. 

Home Garden* Pay. 

Garden work Is health giving, es- 
pecially for those whose occupation* 
are indoors. To allow land that might 
grow food to He Idle 1* almost criminal, 
In this war-impoverished world. The 
products uf the garden are simply In- 
dispensable to a wholesome dietary. 
When home grown tbelr quality must 
be better than any that cau he bought. 
Next year should see a further In- 
crease, instead of a further decrease, 
In home gardens.

TO CONSUMERS BY USING MOTOR TRUCKS 


Motor Truck Heavily Loa ded With Farm Produce. 


Peddling form produce from “side- 
door Pullinnns" Is a market outlet 
which some producers have followed, 
as, by accompanying a car of their 
produce on the road and selling direct- 
ly from the car door to dealers and 
consumers In a number of small towns, 
they realize remunerative return from 
their marketing operations. In most 
of the pinces where this method of 
“car peddling" Is practiced the pro- 
ducers take out a license from the 
authorities which gives them tempo- 
rary selling privileges, such licenses 
costing from $10 to $25 nplece. This 
system of self-service salesmanship Is 
applicable only in regions where the 
growers have no co-operative associa- 
tion. It would be extremely unwise 
for the Individual producer to go on 
the road In active competition with 
an extensive selling organization. 

Cut In Profits. 

The growers also must hear In mind 
the fact, although the returns from 
this method of selling at first mny ap- 
pear large, they will be cut ddw„ to a 
great extent by bis expenses, the time 
consumed, and the consequent neglect 
of his regular business. This practice 
mny result also In lowering wholesale 
prices, Inasmuch as the grower may 
be anxious to get nwny and may sell 
at figures which the regulnr dealers 
would not accept. Car peddling Is

Reaching Markets by Trucks. 

Direct delivery by wagon or motor 
truck Is practicable only where the, 
farmer lives within a 25-mlle radius of 
I he consuming center. Hence this 
method of marketing affords an outlet 
only for the commodities produced In 
the area Immediately surrounding the 
market. Such deliveries are limited, 
In the main, to country towns nnd 
smnller cl t Ids. The automobile truck 
undoubtedly Is enlarging this service, 
hut it probably will be limited to a 
very small portion of the total produc- 
ing area of the country and can not 
he expected to form an outlet for tho 
great hulk of farm crops. Again, the 
development of cities, with their con- 
stant encroachments upon outlying 
country districts, forces production 
areas farther from the market centers 
and In the lnrgnr cities makes It 
practically Impossible for growers to 
deliver their produce direct to con- 
sumers. The best examples of suc- 
cessful direct deliveries by growers to 
consumers are found In the snle of 
fresh fruits nnd ' vegetables In smnll 
country towns nnd deliveries from 
neighboring farms through residential 
sections of most of the larger cities.

DELECTABLE DINNERS. 

A beginning for n ontnpnny dinner 
which Is bountiful to see and ns good 
to ont, besides being eusy 
to prepare. Is 
Fruit Cocktail. — Cut 
small balls from the 
heart of fine colored wa- 
termelon, fill stemmed 
glasses and pour over a 
sirup of sugar and water 
boiled to a honey-like 
consistency and flnvomi 
with orange or lemon 
juice and rind. Let at and until well 
chilled, serve garnished with a sprig 
of mint. 

Crown Roast of Lamb. — Have the 
crown roast prepared at the market, 
having It large enough to hold, when 
serving, plenty of buttered pens for 
the number to he served. Wrap the 
bones carefully while roasting so that 
they will not he burned, with hits of 
salt pork ; remove when ready to serve. 
When chestnuts are In seuson till with 
a puree of chestnuts.

MEAT EXTENDERS AND OTHER 
GOOD THINGS. 

A small portion of meat which fla- 
vors n dish will he satisfying, whole- 

§ some and economical. 

Ragout of Lamb. — 
Measure the following 
ingredients : One-h a 1 f 

cupful of dried pens, one 
pound from the flank of 
lamb, one quart of cold 
water, two sliced onions, 
one teaspoonful of salt, 
three cupfuls of potato 
cubes, one cupful of car- 
rot dice, three tablespoonfuls of flour, 
two teaspoonfuls of Worcestershire 
sauce, two teaspoonfuls of cutsup, two 
teaspoonfuls of lemou Juice, two 
teuspoonfuls of chopped pursley, pep- 
per and paprika to taste. Pick over 
the peas and soak over night In cold 
water to cover. Wipe the meat, re- 
move bones, cut the meat In small 
pieces and brown In a frying pan with 
slleed onions. Cover the hones with 
one quart of cold water, add the 
soaked peas, bring to boiling point and 
udd the meat. Cook until the meat 
and peas are almost tender; udd salt, 
potato cubes and carrot dice, cook un- 
til the vegetables ure soft. Mix the 
flour with one-third of a cupful of cold 
water, add to the mixture, stirring 
carefully, and cook five minutes. Add 
Worcestershire sauce, lemon Juice, 
pnrsley and salt and pepper, with pa- 
prika to taste. Serve ut once. 

Spanish Rice. — Cook a half cupful 
of rice until tender. Brown In a tuble- 
spoonful of butter one thinly sliced 
onion : when cooked add u cupful of 
uncooked meat and stir until well 
mixed with the onion. 1'ut a luyer of 
rlct into a well greused baking dish, 
add a layer of the seasoned meat, salt 
and pepper, and pour over enough to- 
matoes to moisten well. , Hake in a 
moderate oven until the tomatoes ure 
well absorbed. 

Roast Beef, Mexican Sauce. — Iteheat 
rure roast beef cut iu thin slices In 
Mexicuu sutice. Cook one onion, fine- 
ly chopped, iu two tablespounfuls of 
butter five mluutes. Add one red pep- 
per, one green pepper and one clove of 
garlic, each finely chopped, and two 
tomutoes peeled und cut In pieces. 
Cook 15 miuutes, add one teuspoouful 
of Worcestershire sauce, oue-fourih 
ttaspoonful of celery suit and salt 
to taste.

HELPFUL SUGGESTIONS. 


Rolling the molasses to he used In 
cookies or cako makes them taste 
richer nnd cut 
smoother. 

Add a tnble-

more flaky. 

Never smooth 
mashed potnto In the serving dish. It 
makes It heavy nnd compact.

Let puddings nnd pies cool allghtl.v 
before putting on the meringue; If not, 
the meringue will be dotted with drops 
of liquid. 

Overcooking will curdle milk ns well 
ns cooking milk thnt has been salted. 
It Is best to ndd salt nfter the milk 
has been removed from the heat. 

If a custard has overcooked, pour It 
Into a cold howl and beat with an 
egg heater; If this will not make It 
smooth, strain nnd use It as a custniil 
sauce. 

To decorate enkes for children, frost 
them, then dip a small brush Into melt- 
ed chocolate or beaten egg yolk, and 
put on the design or nqme desired. 
Any coloring may be used by nddlng 
a bit of color to confectioner's sugar 
and water or milk. 

Use stale bread for French tonsL 
Rent one egg, add a half cup of milk 
or more, one teaspoonful of snlt nnd a 
pinch of sugar. Cut the breud In nar- 
row strips and dip In the egg on both 
sides. Fry in a little hot fat. 

Codfish Supper Dish. — Pick up a 
cupful of souked codfish Into flakes. 
Mix a pint of mashed potnto with 
two eggs nnd n pint of milk with u 
‘tnblespoonful of melted butter, salt 
and popper. Put into a buttered bak- 
ing dish nnd hake a half hour. Serve 
hot from the baking dish. 

When washing spinach, put salt In 
the flrfst water; it will save several 
washings. 

When creaming butter for a cake. If 
In n hurry, ndd a tablespoon or two of 
hot wnter to it ; the cake will mix 
much quicker and Is fully as fine 
grained.

The oyster is so well liked by the 
majority of people and Is served so

liked shell fish 
^ may be welcome. 

Oysters with Scrambled Eggs. — This 
dish Is one so appetizing thut It should 
be reserved for the best of friends. 
Bent six eggs in a deep plate. Cut 
twelve oysters Into small pieces. In 
a chafing dish, the bottom of which Is 
covered with a thin layer of anchovy 
paste, melt a tahlespoonful of butter; 
as soon ns It Is piping hot stir In the 
eggs. Just, before these are (lone ndd 
the oysters, stirring until they are 
well rooked. When creamy through- 
out, pour over buttered toast that has 
been covered with unchovy paste. 

Providence Oysters. — Place the oys- 
ter liquor In a snuee pan and when 
boiling drop In a pint of oysters; when 
the edges curl, remove and add but- 
ter, salt and enough cracker crumbs to 
absorb the liquor; now stir In a beaten 
egg, add the oysters and serve ut 
once. 

A luyer of chopped celery added to 
eseulloped oysters Is a most tasty 
flavor which raises the quality of the 
dish to the unusual. 

Oysters a la Fawcett. — Place two 
dozen oysters in a chafing dish with 
no liquor, ndd a tahlespoouful of but- 
ter, u teaspoonful of salt, a dash of 
pepper and a half cup of apple or 
orange Juice. In another dish cook a 
quarter of u cup of mushroom liquor 
with half u cupful each of mushrooms 
and tru flics ; cook five minutes, then 
add the beaten yolks of four eggs and 
u pint of rich creum. When this Is 
boiling, pour over the oysters which 
have been cooke 1 Just long enough to 
curl the edges. 

Oyster Loaf.— Cut a box-shaped 
piece from a large loaf, hollow It out 
to hold the oysters and brush It well 
with butter and brown lu the oven. 
Prepare fried or creamed oysters und 
serve lu the shell. 

Baked Oysters on Toast.— Butter 

squares of toast und place on a plat- 
ter which will stuud the heat of the 
oven. Lay drained oysters on the 
toast. Season the liquor and bring It 
to the boiling polut. Pour it over the 
| toast and oysters und put into a hot 
oven. Bake until the edges of the 
oysters ruffle.

Care of the Hands.

First of nil the hands must be thor- 
oughly cleaned before treatment for 
any defect Is applied to them.

A nail 
brush Is necessary, nnd nn Inexpensive 
one will be ns cleansing ns a costly 
one. 

As soon ns the hands nre wet they 
must he lathered, nnd then the brush 
rubbed over the sonp nnd the palms 
nnd backs scrubbed, brushing so the 
skin will not he Irritated, yet suffi- 
ciently brisk to take out the dirt. 

To Whiten Hands. 

A very good blenching paste enn be 
used nt night, nvoldlng the nnlls, with 
n pair of khl gloves worn over It. 

Snowy hnnds nre produced by dip- 
ping them In almond oil ; let them ab- 
sorb nil the oil, nnd then dip them In 
French chalk nnd wear a pair of loose 
old gloves thnt night. Another plan 
Is to wash the hnnds In peroxide of 
hydrogen, letting It dry on them, and 
then rub on cold cream and wear old 
kid gloves. In the morning wash off 
with lemon Juice, vinegar or cider, hot 
water, and then a disappearing cream.

Any of these dishes may be made 
especially attractive by garnishing 
them with nuts, whole cherries, ber- 
ries, or marshmallows.

COL. W. W. CASTLE 'r 

Col_ William W. Castle, one of Wey- 
mouth's most distinguished citizens, 
died at Ills home, 2S0 I.ake street, 
East Weymouth on Monday. 

Col. Castle held «n important and 
responsible position in the Boston 
Customhouse as appraiser of ! 
machinery for many years. Through 
his hands or under his eye were 
passed every year millions of dollars 
worth of machinery and cutlery. In 
his line he was regarded by importers 
and by the Treasury Department 
at Washington as one of th 0 best 
experts in the country. 

Sonic years ago he resigned his 
position in the Government service 
and has since devoted himself to 
private business and the cultivation 
of his friends, of whom lie had a 
legion. Col Castle was the Fourth 
of July orator of Wevmouth a few 
years ago, and he delivered an elo- 
quent patriotic address, standing up 
for the flag and the country and 
against the I. W. W. 

Col. Castl n was a native of Cleve- 
land, O., where he was born Sept. 

21, 1S43, the son of William B. and 
Mary H. Castle. His father was pres- 
ident and the principal owner of the 
Cuyahoga Works, the last Mayor of 
Ohio City (now the West Side, Cleve- 
land), and in 1885 was elected upon 
the first Republican ticket voted upon 
in Ohio He was a lineal descendant 
of William Castle', who settled in 
Woodbury, Conn., In 1635. 

His grandfather was soldier In the 
Revolution with Ethan Allen at Ticon. 
deroga. His father was an officer in 
the War of 1812, and fought at Platts- 
burg, N. Y., under Commander Mc- 
Donough. 

Mary H. Castle, his mother, was a * 
daughter of George Newell and Han- 
nah Williams, a lineal descendant 
through her grandfather, William Wil- 
liams, of the signers of the Declara- 
tion of Independence. 

At 17 years of age Col. Castle, as j 
a member of the Cleveland Grays, 
entered the) army, serve*!, as pay- j 
master of the military railroads and 
later as a paymaster in the United j 
States Navy. He came to New Eng- 1 
land in 1872 and purchased the Bel- 
fast Foundry and Machine Company's 
plant, which was totally destroyed j 
by the great lire in 1873. After that, j 
he cante to Boston in charge of con- 
struction of shallow flowage basin. , 
No. 2, Boston Waterworks.

LAND FOR NATIONAL FOREST 

Presidential Proclamation Adda Many 
Acres in Wyoming to the 
Public Domain. 

The president, on July 10. 1910, 
signed u proclamation adding 70.200 
acres to the Wyoming national for- 
est. This increase In area was au- 
thorized by the act of August 10, 1910, 
which provided for tiie addition of 
5,700 acres, known ns the Fontenelle 
addition. In the southeastern part of 
the Wyoming forest, nnd by the act 
of February 25, 1919, which provided 
for the extension of the western 
boundary of the forest to the Idaho- 
i Wyoming state line by the inclusion 
j of 70.500 acres. 

The lands added are rolling, well 
watered and pretty well covered with 
a forest growth of aspen, Douglas fir 
and Kngelmanti spruce. The Wyom- 
ing national forest now has a total 
acreage of 975.988.94 acres. 

Wild Animals That Are Passing. 

In former <luys one of the most nu- 
merous of our American game animals 
was the "prong-horn” antelope. It has 
been well-nigh exterminated, and 
though there are some In the WU-hlta 
forests and other nutlonu! game pre- 
serves, they are sadly few. It Is feared 
that this beautiful species must Inev- 
itably pass away. Wherever there ure 
mountain sheep, on federal reserva- 
| tlons utmost efforts ure mude to pro- 
| tect them. Their shyness Is proverb- 
| lal. and and yet In the Uucouipugre 
National forest (Colorado) they have 
! acquired such confidence that actually 
( they come Into the town of Ouray In 
the winter time to he fed.

Manager Pat Moran of Cincinnati 

Reds, Says Strangest Part Is That 
Fighting Always Takes Place 
on Trolley Cars. 

“There hnvo been some awful base- 
ball feuds,’’ says Pat Moran of the 
Cincinnati Reds, “but If I'm not mis- 
taken, the worst of all exists between 
the towns of Orange nnd Athol, Mass.

WHEN IN BOSTON 

In response to a request for infor- 
mation as to how the public can 
assist the State Guard most effectively 
the Police Commissioner’s office of 
Boston made the following informal 
suggestions:

M Arrange local organizations for 
such men as do not join the Militia, 
to be available in case of emergency.

WHAT THE WAR 
MEANT TO WOMEN 

By Dr. Anna Howard Shaw 
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This appeal for support of the 
League of Nations Covenant is 
Dr, Shaw's last message to the 
women of the country, to whose 
service she devoted her life and 
by whom she was singularly re- 
vered. .The revised manuscript 
was received from Dr. Shaw the 
day before her death. 

What are we women to do in this 
matter of a League of Nations? What 
part are we to play in it? 

We have come to the place now 
where we can fly in a day from this 
country' to any other country on the 
earth, almost, and we have become 
so closely interallied that national In- 
terests merge the one with Ihe other, 
in such a manner that we cannot go 
alone. We must look facts In the 
face. All humanity is one. The 
world is one. And no nation can suf- 
fer unless all nations suffer. No na- 
tion can prosper without all nations 
prospering. We have got to take 
facts as they are and we have got 
to find out the beet thing we can 
have. The best thing that has been 
given us and the only thing we have 
before us Is this League of Nations. 
We have no other T-eague of Nations. 
We have only this one. We must 
take this one or no one can teR what 
will come. 

Suppose we do not sign the Peace 
Treaty as it Is. Suppose the Senate of 
the United States reruses to sign it 
with the I-oague of Nations Covenant 
in it as It Is now, but amends the 
League of Nations provision so that it 
is of no value whatever, what will 
happen? There is one clause In that 
Treaty which declare.s that if any 
three nations sign the Treaty with 
Germany a« it stands, then they may 
enter into international relations with 
Germany. They may open up trade 
and start to do business with Ger- 
many just the same as if ail the other 
nations had signed it 

President Lowell, of Harvard, has 
clearly explained every single idea 
there is in the League and every pur- 
pose of It — simply that we may he able 
to have some sort of an organized 
body by which we may have Internat- 
ional cooperation in keeping peace, 
International cooperation in helping 
to protect weaker peoples, internation- 
al cooperation in providing a certain 
uniformity of law In the protection of 
the laboring people of the world, in- 
ternational cooperation to prevent the 
spread of disease and other evils. 
There is little for me to Bay on that 
last proposition. When influenza was 
sweeping over the country didn't we 
wish that we had some kind of an 
international health bureau by which 
we could have kept that disease out? 
And that Is only the beginning of 
many diseases which will sweep the 
world as a result of the war, of the 
Impoverished condition of Europe and 
the unheaithful conditions of living 
forced upon the soldiers in the trench- 
es. 

We, women, the mothers of the 
race, have given everything, have suf- 
fered everything, have sacrificed | 
everything, and we come to you now 
and say, "The time has come when 
we will no longer sit quietly by and 
bear and rear sons to die at the will 
of a few men. We will not endure I 
it." 

To you inen we look for support. ! 
We look for your support back of your i 
Senators and from this day until Lite 
day when the League of Nations is 1 
accepted and ratified by the Senate ! 
of the United States, it should be the 
duty t tt ever) mau and ovary woman 
to see to it that the Senators from 
their state know the will of the peo- 
ple; that they know that the people 
will that something shall be done, 
even though not perfect; that there 
shall be a beginning, from which we 
shall construct something more per 
feet by and by; that the will of the 
people Is that this League shall be 
accepted. and that if, In the Senate 
of the United States, there are men 
so blinded by partisan desire for pres 
ent advantage, so blinded by personal 
pique and narrow neee of vision, that 
they cannot see the large problems 
which Involve the nations of the 
world; than the people of the States 
most mtm to tt that other man alt la 
the nala at the highest

Peace Conference Devises Plan 
for Settling the Problem of 
the Adriatic. 

D'ANNUNZIO’S FIUME RAID 


9alttc States and Russian Bolshevists 

Talking Peace — President Wilson 
Explains Application of Leaguo 
Covenant to Shantung and 
Irish Questions. 

By EDWARD W. PICKARD. 

While D’Annunzio held possession of 
Flume after his spectacular raid on 
thaf disputed city, the pence confer- 
ence In Paris got busy and announced 
Its solution of the entire Adriatic 
problem. It Is a compromise plan de- 
signed to satisfy both Italy and Jugo- 
slavia, and It was cabled to America 
to be submitted to President Wilson. 

This compromise settlement provides 
that Flume shall be a free state and 
that Its harbor shall be a tree port; 
that the Jugo-Slavs shall have all of 
the Dalmatian mnlnlnnd except the 
city of Zara, which shall be a free 
port, and most of the Dalmatian 
islands; that Avlona and the surround- 
ing territory shall be under Itallnn 
sovereignty, and that Italy shall re- 
ceive a mandnte for all of Albania ex- 
cept the Epirus, In the extreme south, 
which shall go to Greece. Both Italy 
and Jugo-Slnvia make concessions un- 
der this plan, and it Is believed thnt 
It will enable Flume ultimately to be- 
come a part of Italy — a consummation 
which the American pence delegation 
was able to prevent during the treaty 
negotiations. 

D’Annunzio’s seizure of Flume was 
decidedly embnrrasslng to the Itnl- 
lnn government. To use force against 
him was plainly out of the question, 
for the sympathies of the nation were 
with him, despite the fnct that he and 
his troops were technically mutineers. 
However, the government did take 
steps looking toward a blockade of Fl- 
ume by land and sen In the expecta- 
tion thnt the poet-soldier’s army would 
be soon starved Into submission, and 
In tills measure the Jugo-Slavs co-op- 
ernted by cutting oft all supplies by 
land. D'Annunzio had about 10,000 
regulars and four battalions of vol- 
unteers under his command, and oc- 
cupied a fortified line around the city. 
It was reported that he was prepared 
to raze Flume If he could not hold 
out, und that In this he was support- 
ed by the citizens. 

Naturally, the Germans were watch- 
ing this affair with great Interest, and 
the news that the allies hud decided 
It was to be handled by Italy alone 
was looked on by them as significant, 
for some of them were contemplating 
the possibility of a similar mid on 
Danzig. They figured that If the ex- 
pressed will of the allied pence con- 
ference could be defied In one place. 
It might be defied In another. 

In Hungary the allies are gradually 
bringing the sltuatlou around to their 
own way. for the Roumanians. It Is 
announced. are withdrawing their 
troops and have promised to restore 
the materials they had confiscated. 
Prime Minister Friedrich of Hungary, 
it Is expected, will quit, and a cotill- 
tlon cabinet will be recogulzed by the 
allies. 

The representatives of the Baltic 
states are holding, or about to hold, 
conferences with the Russian bolshe- 
vl'sts, with the prospect that peace be- 
tween them will be arranged. Wheth- 
er this Is with the tacit consent of the 
allied nations Is not clear. At any 
rate, the White Russians are desper- 
ately fighting agslnst such an outcome, 
for It would mean tbelr destruction 
by the Reds. The German troops In 
the Baltic states, commanded by Gen- 
eral von der Goltz. are Increasing In 
cumbers and are very active. The 
Berlin government. In reaponse to the 
demand of the peace conference that 
they be withdrawn, said they were 
not under German control, but tbla 
plea the conference refuaed to allow. 
The Russian aovlet government asserts 
that, despite lie recent Victorina on the 


Ilnltlc front. It desires pence and 
friendly relations with the new states 
formed In thst region. Of course It 
would then be able to turn most of Its 
attention to th# East, where Admiral 
Kolchak Is reported to have had sev- 
eral notable successes recently. 

Jnpnn, according to report, lins been 
asked by the United States to pledge 
formally the return of Shantung to 
China, and to aet a date for the resto- 
ration. At the time of writing no re- 
ply had been received from Tokyo, 
nnd the Japanese foreign office de- 
nied that any such note had been re- 
ceived from Washington. In state- 
ments Issued In California, In reply to 
lists of questions naked him. President 
WIlRon asserted that the League of 
Nations would have a powerful effect 
In forwarding the Anal restoration of 
Shantung to China, and thnt no other 
Instrumentality or action could be sub- 
stituted which could bring about thnt 
result. In one of his San Francisco 
addresses he said the great powers 
had Jnpnn’s promise to return Shan- 
tung to China, and Intended to see 
that It was fulfilled under the league. 
Ills colleagues at Versailles, he said, 
told nlm they meant under the league 
to Inaugurate a new policy toward 
'China. 

Another subject taken up by the 
president In his answers to questions 
and in his speeches was the Irish ques- 
tion. This, he asserted, could prop- 
erly be brought up In the council of 
the league under article XI, “which 
makes It the right of every member 
of the league to draw attention to any- 
thing anywhere that Is likely to dis- 
turb the peace of the world or the 
good understanding between nations, 
upon which the peace of the world de- 
pends.” The covenant would not bind 
the United 8tates to assist In putting 
down rebellion In any foreign coun- 
try, he said, nor would It limit the 
power of this country to recognize the 
Independence of any people who seek 
to secure freedom. He explained thnt 
Ireland was not given a hearing at the 
peace conference because the confer- 
ence had no Jurisdiction over ques- 
tions of that sort that affected terri- 
tories that did not belong to the de- 
feated empires. 

The Irlsh-Amerlcan opponents of the 
league were far from satisfied with 
this reply,, and especially did they dis- 
like what they termed the president’s 
nblguonsnesB. They asked him to 
answer point-blank the question: “Are 
you In favor of self-determlnntlon for 
Ireland?" and requested n reply by 
September 25, when the Irish execu- 
tive committee meets In New York. It 
does not seem possible that they ex- 
pect a “yes-or-no” answer to such a 
question. 

Some one must have whispered a 
warning to Mr. Wilson concerning the 
resentment caused by his general at- 
tacks on all senntora who do not favor 
ratification of the treaty as It stands, 
for last week his speeches were 
much more conciliatory, and he even 
had good words to say concerning the 
“mild reservatlonlsts." But his ex- 
pressed opinion of the Borah-Johnson 
group had not changed. Throughout 
the country there Is evident a de- 
termination to learn definitely what 
the treaty and covenant mean, and the 
crowds that flock to hear the presi- 
dent and the opposition senators are 
not actuated solely by curiosity to see 
sad hear notables. Each In his own 
way. and from his own standpoint, the 
speakers are trying to enlighten the 
people, and It Is especially gratify- 
ing to note that Mr. Wilson Is more 
explicit In his explanations of the 
articles over which the main contests 
have arisen. 

The national committee for organiz- 
ing Iron and steel workers announced 
that the great steel strike would be- 
gin Monday, September 22. according 
to schedule, since every effort to hold 
a conference with Chairman Gary of 
the United States Steel corporation 
had failed. Mr. Gary Issued a state 
ment explaining his refusal on two 
grounds; First, that he did not be 
lleve the committee was authorized to 
speak for large numbers of the em- 
ployees; second, that a conference 
with the committee would have beeD 
treated by It Is a recognition of the 
closed shop method of employment. 
I which method the corporation is de- 
termined not to countenance, since It 
destroys the worker’s personal Inde- 
pendence and ambition to succeed and 
prosper. The organizing committee re- 
| piled that these two reasons are false. 



nnd thnt the employees of the corpo' 
ration are now compelled to resort tc 
n strike In order to prove to Judge 
Gary the authority of their selected 
representatives to present their griev- 
ances. In the Chicago district, at 
lenst, strike-breakers will not be em- 
ployed, according to the company of- 
ficials. The strikers will be paid off 
nnd discharged permanently, nnd If 
the walkout Is general, the mills will 
shut down. 

Disorders In Boston, dne to the 
strike of policemen, were lnrgely sup- 
pressed by the military, but the situa- 
tion otherwise wns little Improved. 
The firemen, however, decided not to 
quit, and the threatened general strike 
wns at least postponed. The attitude 
of the Amerlonn Federation of Labor 
toward the Boston case Is peculiar. 
President Gompers, while defending 
the strike, admitted the police were 
given a charter on the express un- 
derstanding thnt they would not strike. 
Then Mr. Gomper’s secretary visited 
Boston to study the situation, nnd on 
leaving announced thnt the federation 
stood solidly behind the striking po- 
licemen. He Intimated that he did 
not favor a general strike at this time. 

Chiefly because the police force of 
Washington also wns unionized In the 
face of orders to the contrary, Presi- 
dent Wilson took a hand In the mat- 
ter of police unions. He sent a tele- 
gram to Commissioner Brownlow of 
the District of Columbia In which he 
said : “I think that any association 
of the police force of the capital city, 
or of any grent city, whose 
object Is to bring pressure upon 
the public or the community, sncli ns 
will endanger the public peace or em- 
barrass the maintenance of order, 
should In no case be countenanced 
or permitted.” 

Announcement that the carpenters’ 
strike and consequent building Indus- 
try tie-up In the Chicago district had 
ended wns not only premature, but 
seemingly false. The carpenters were 
ostensibly given a chance to vote on 
the question, but instead of a secret 
ballot, the voting waH open, nnd the 
contractors assert that thus the labor 
bosses were able to Intimidate the mep 
and obtain a majority for rejection of 
the compromise offered. 

Two big meetings of general Inter- 
est were held In Chicago last week. 
The first wns the annual convention of 
the Zionists of America, at which 
plans were laid for the Industrial In- 
vasion of Palestine by the Jews. The 
first of the Invaders will be members 
of the Jewish legion thnt fought In the 
Holy Land under Genernl Allenby. 
Steps were taken to raise the Immense 
sums needed to develop Palestine. The 
executive committee expects to get na 
much as $7,000,000 In America during 
the coming year. 

The other meeting was of some 300 
leaders of the Autl-Saloon League of 
America, who were completing their 
program for a campaign designed to 
make the whole world dry. They de- 
cided they must raise at least $5,000,- 
000 for the work aud that prohibition 
mast be enforced In American cities 
as proof to the world that the sale of 
liquor can be stopped. 

The gulf coast of Texas suffered se- 
verely from the tropical hurricane that 
swept up from the Caribbean sea. 
Scores of persons were drowned and 
Immense property damage was done, 
especially In Corpus Chrlstl aud the 
region roundabout 

Prosecution of the packer* by the 
government proceeded apace with the 
presentation of evidence to the grand 
Jury In Chicago. Notwithstanding the 
outcry of Chicago organizations In de- 
fense of the “big five,” this evidence 
and what Is yet to come is declared 
by Attorney General Palmer to be 
ample to sustain the Indictment of the 
combination of packers, and he added 
that when the collected data **le laid 
before a Jury the wrath of the Amer- 
ican people will compel a verdict of 
conviction. The story will amaze 
America." 

Patriotic Americana were gratified 
by the sentence Imposed by Judge 
Dean at Jackson, Mlun.. on President 
E. C. Townley of the Nonpartisan 
league and Joseph Qullbert, former 
manager, who had been convicted of 
I conspiring to teach sedition. They 
were given 90 day* In J*ll— the limit 
! under the statute.

ERROR HOME BUILDERS MAKE 


Too Many Seem to Forget Thst Indl 
viduallty Is a Requisite for 
Attractiveness. 

The house which Is the ronl homo, 
beautiful nnd yet Intimate, whether Its 
possessor be rich or poor, Is hard to 
find. 

Go among the dwellings of the rich, 
nnd you will find thousands of hand- 
some pluces, architecturally correct, 
supplied with every convenience, and 
yet lacking something. Something 
which you are puzzled to put your fin- 
ger on — Ihe home note withal. 

Cities of the country have numbers 
of handsome residences of the more 
expensive type. Some of them nre nd- 
mlred academically for their correct- 
ness nnd their magnificence; they np- 
penl to one’s sense of the bcnutlful nnd 
to one’s civic pride, but of the thou- 
sands of these houses there are only 
a few that boar the aspect of real 
homos to the average man. 

Wander among the houses of the 
poor and you will find row on row of 
dingy habitations, crowded one on top 
4if the other, perhaps painted n gray 
bhie — nnd sadly In need of another 
coat. Not a tree, n shrub nor a flower 
near by. Houses nnd grounds so much 
ullkc thnt n man might go Into any one 
of a dozen of them for Ills own, In u 
fit of absent-mindedness. 

Yet the owner could be no more pos- 
sessed of money than he Is nnd still 
own a mueli more attractive place. Ills 
Initial mistake wns In picking n house 
of the same pattern as nil the others 
In the street. He could huve picked 
one, not more expensive but less com- 
mon, If he had tried harder. One, too, 
that had an Inviting coat of paint on 
It. Then lie should have proceeded to 
develop a front lawn nnd garden, to 
plant some trees. If needful, as well 
ns some vines to decorate the house 
nnd redeem It from the commonplace. 

MODEL VILLAGES IN ENGLAND 

Country Is Recognizing Necessity of 

Improvement in General Hous- 
ing Conditions. 

It Is said thnt the average English 
middle-class home Is so ugly It ought 
to he Just burned down, nnd English- 
men nre Just beginning to realize this 
fact, with the result thnt all over Eng- 
land plans are afoot to build model 
villages nnd model suburbs. 

Brighton Is the first to lend the way. 
It Is building a super-suburb, consist- 
ing of 000 houses, so planned thnt 
there will be not more than ten to the 
acre. This will allow each house a gur- 
den of 10 rods — or 640 feet. 

The suburb Is to be built In nn or- 
chard sotting. Fruit trees will line 
the roadway. There will be no walls, 
the gardens being divided by hedges. 
There will be recreation grounds, al- 
lotments and common playgrounds. 
The houses are to he built on modern 
nnd artistic lines, the Internul arrange- 
ments being the last word In house 
comfort. 

The only fly In the ointment Is the 
question of the small boys. Will they 
be model enough to Inhabit a model 
stiburb, or will they help themselves to 
the fruit thnt abounds In the public 
thoroughfares? It Is hoped they will 
become Imbued with a grent respect 
for communal rights and thus grow up 
first-cluss democrats. 

Fruit* on Highways. 

We hnve much to learn from other 
countries, nnd the general plea for the 
fruit tree along highways Is not so Im- 
practicable us many seem to think. 
Japunese cherries are famous the 
world over for the beauty of their 
flowers and foliage. Community spray- 
ing would at once ehange the possi- 
bilities of fruit raising and lessen the 
number of decayed orcliurds of which 
we hear, Many a township might 
easily become famous through tlrf com- 
munal fruit It might raise along Its 
roadside and Induce Its farmers to take 
up as welt, sending to the markets only 
the perfect fruit und preserving the 
rest In marketable form. A farmer, 
observing a dozen fine Baldwin apple 
trees on the roadside by Ills place hear- 
ing a full harvest of perfect fruit, will 
not long resist the temptution to try 
some over his fence.

Panned Oysters. — Tills Is a dlsli 
which will he safe for the least ex- 
perienced, as It is so easy to cook 
and Is something well liked by the 
overage person. Melt two tnblespoon- 
fuls of butter In the blazer and when 
hissing hot turn in twenty nice large 
.oysters which hove been drained anil 
well dried between towels. As soon 
us the edges curl, dust with pepper 
and salt nnd serve nt once on toast. 

Tomato Rabbit. — Take some thick 
slices of whole wheat bread, remove 
the crust* nnd cut Into sandwich 
shape. Spread one slice with salt, 
paprika, dry mustard nnd a little 
Worcestershire with a slice of ripe 
tomato or tomato pulp. Cover with 
grated cheese. I’ut over a second 
slice of bread nnd press together. 
Snute In butter until the bread is 
brown on both sides. 

Sweetbreads and Mushrooms. — Pnr- 
holl two small pairs of sweetbreads 
nnd remove all the fiber. Cut each 
Into two pieces. Heat a tnblespoon- 
ful of butter, lay them In, saute quick- 
ly, turning them once. Sprinkle with 
snlt and pepper nnd lny on a hot dish. 
Have ready half a can of mushrooms 
(or fresh ones, cooked In butter). 
Add them with a cupful of rich 
cream, thicken by dredging with n 
level tnblespoonful of flour and cook 
until smooth. Pour the mixture on 
the hot platter around the sweet- 
breads. 

Crab Flakes With Red Peppers. — 

Chop the whites and mush the yolks 
of four hnrd-cooked eggs. Mix with 
two tnblespoonfuls of flue soft bread 
crumbs and a half n minced red pep- 
per. Melt four tablespoonfuls of but- 
ter; stir In the eggs. Add slowly a 
cupful of cream nnd last a cupful of 
crub meat. When hot put In half a 
tnblespoonful of salt, a dash of nut- 
meg, and a teaspoonful of lemon 
Juice. Let It cook until smooth and 
serve In small dishes or on toast.

WAYS WITH CABBAGE. 

This common vegetable Is so often 
underrated that It is fitting to give It 
a little attention. 

Stuffed Cabbage Cut 

out the stalk end of a sol- 
id head of cabbage, leav- 
ing a good sized cavity. 
Tie the cabbage in u 
cheese cloth and cook it 
In boiling suited wuter 
until tender. Make a 
stuffing of seasoned crumbs and any 
cold meat which Is well seasoned. 
Fill the drained cubbege with the stuff- 
ing, sprinkle with crumbs and grated 
cheese, dot with bits of butter and 
bake in u quick oven until brown. 

Cabbage With Cheese Sauce. Re- 

move the stalk und cook u smull hard 
head of cabbage until tender, In boil- 
ing salted water. Drain and place on 
a platter stalk end down, cut In pie 
shaped pieces without separating 
them, pour over u rich white sauce lu- 
to which, while boiling hot, u half cup- 
ful or more of finely grated or chop- 
ped. rich cheese hus been udded. 

Hot Slaw. — Heat the yolks of two 
eggs with two talilespoonfuls of cold 
water, add a tablespoouful of butter, 
a pinch of salt, und a quurter of u cup- 
ful of vinegar. Cook this dressing ov- 
er hot water until thick, then stir In 
finely shredded cabbuge and heat uu- 
tll hot ; serve hot. 

Fried Cabbage. — Chop cold, boiled 
cabbuge uihI press out all possible 
moisture. Season with melted butter, 

I pepper and salt and four tables[>ooii- 
fuls of milk. Add two well beaten 
eggs and cook In u buttered frying pun 
until smoking hot, stirring constantly 
at first, then brown on the bottom and 
turn out on a platter; garnish with 
lard cooked eggs. 

Creamed Cabbage. — Cook shredded 
.-abluigc until tender In boiling water, 
drain, add tullk, butter and half a cup- 
ful of cracker crumbs. Serve hot. 

Cabbage With Sausage, — Cook a 
bead of cabbage whole with several 
pork sausages, or with half a dozen 
fraukforts; arrange on a platter and 
garnish with the sausages. Season 
while cooking with salt and pepper 
and save any liquor to use with the 
cabbage and cold potatoes chopped for

The poach Is a universal favorite 
and hns been called the “children’s 
fruit because it 
seldom disagrees 
with them. It Is 
most wholesome 
and Its melting 
sweetness lends 
Itself to any num- 
ber of dainty 
dishes, although 
- It Is at Its best, 

ns are most fruit fresh nud served 
“au natural." 

Peach Ice Cream. — Cut up nnd put 
through a rlcer sufficient ripe penchoa 
to make one nnd one-half cupfuls of 
pulp. Add the Juice of one lemon 
nnd one nnd one-fourth cupfuls of 
sugar. Add one pint of thin cream 
nnd freeze as usual. Pack In a brick 
mold, tani out and garnish with quar- 
tered ponchos nnd sprinkle the 
cream with chopped pistachio nuts. 

Peach Cobbler. — Peel nnd slice 
enough peaches to fill n deep pie plate, 
piling high in the center. Sprinkle 
thickly with sugar mixed with a table- 
spoonful of flour. Cover with n crust, 
leaving an opening for tho steam to 
escape. Hake In a moderate oven. 

Brandy Peaches Without Brandy. — 
Fill a mason Jar with clingstone 
peaches carefully selected nnd pared. 
Fill the spaces with granulated sugar. 
Screw on the top nnd bury the Jar 
In the ground three feet deep for six 
months. When opened the fruit will 
he covered with a delicious sirup, 
much hotter flavored than by any oth- 
er way of preserving them. 

Sweet Pickled Peaches. — There is 
nothing that quite takes the place of 
the good old-fashioned pickled 
peaches. Here Is a good one: Boll 
two pounds of brown sugar with one 
pint of vinegar, an ounce of cinnamon 
(stick) twenty minutes. Dip half a 
peck of peaches quickly Into boiling 
wnter and rub with ,u coarse towel 
to remove the skin, or they may be 
dipped In water and the fuzz rubbed 
off. Stick each peach with four 
cloves, drop half the peaches In nt 
n time nnd cook until soft. Drop Into 
a large mouthed Jar nnd pour over the 
spiced vlnegur.

GOOD THINGS FOR WINTER. 

Now Is the time to can, preserve nnd 
pickle for the senson when these fruits 
and vegetables are 
not to be found In 
the market. A well 
stocked fruit closet 
Is the pride of ev- 
ery thrifty house- 
wife. 

Venison Jelly. — 

Take a peck of 
wild grapes, one quart of vinegar, 
one-fourth of a cupful each of whole 
cloves nnd stick cinnamon. Heat slow- 
ly and cook until the grapes are soft. 
Strain through u cheese cloth, or Jelly 
hag and boll 20 minutes, then add six 
pounds of sugar and boll five minutes. 
Turn Into glasses and seul as usual 
for Jelly. 

Tomato Mince Meat. — For those 
who like this kind of ndnee meat, 
this Is a reliuble recipe. Take a peck 
of green tomatoes, slice and let Htnnd 
covered with a layer of salt over one 
day. Drain, chop nnd add two dozen 
turt upples, five pounds of brown sug- 
ar, three pounds of raisins, two 
pounds of currants, one tablespoonful 
of cinnamon, one grated nutmeg und 
one teaspoonful of cloves; udd one 
pint of good vinegar und cook one und 
one-half hours. 

Canned Red Peppers — -Wash and 
cut in strips with scissors. Cover 
with boiling wuter, let stand three 
minutes, drain and plunge Into Ice 
water to cover In which there Is n 
large piece of Ice. Aguln drain and 
puck solidly Into Jurs. To one quurt 
of vlnegur, add two cupfuls of sugar, 
bring to the boiling point und boll IS 
minutes. Pour over the peppers to 
overflow the Jurs ; seal and store In 
a cool pluce. 

Spiced Grapes. — Wush and pick the 
grapes from the stems. Remove the 
skins, boll the pulp and remove the 
seeds. Tuke seven pounds of fruit 
1 before the grains have been pre- 
pared ; to each seven pounds add one 
cupful of strong vlnegur, one cupful 
of grupe Juice, two ounces of cinna- 
mon, one ounce of cloves; tie the spic- 
es In a cloth, add three und one-half 
Itounds of sugar, and cook until thick. 
at»out one and one-half hours. Stir 
often und put In glasses ; seal as Jelly. 
* Spiced Plums. — Take three pounds 
of sugar, one cupful of vinegar and 
I one tublespoouful each of olovee. cin- 
namon and alUplce. Boll the sirup 
ten minutes with the spices, put in a 
few plums and cook slowly 20 min- 
utes. These will keep unsealed.

LARGE FLEET COMPLETED. 

The Turner, the last of the 36 tor- 
pedo bout destroyers built nt the Fore 
River Ship Building plant in Quincy 
for the United States Navy was 
turned over to th© Navy on Tuesday. 
She left Fore River on Tuesday after, 
noon for the Charlestown Navy Yard. 

The contract for these boats was 
placed Dec. 16, 1916, the flist keel 
was laid June 18, 1917. and in 27 
months and 5 davs the order was 
Ailed, an average of better than one 
ship a month. 

Thn usual time for building this 
type of vessel before the war was a- 
bout two years and a half, hut the 
Mahan was completed in 174 days, 
which is claimed to he thn world’s 
record 

A celebration was held previous 
lo the Turner’s departure, at which 
Mr. Braton, superintendent of the 
machine shop, presided.

CLERGY UNITED. 

The Protestant and Catholic clergy 
stand shoulder to shoulder in Boston 
and both denounce in words that 
carry conviction the strike of the 
Boston .police. Every force that 
stands for law and older is arrayed 
against the erstwhile guardians of 
the peace. 

Mgr. George J. Patterson, pastor of 
St. Vincent's Church, South Boston, 
in words of fiery eloquence flayed the 
strikers and the hoodlums and char- 
acterized the mob violence during the 
police strike as "a disgrace, not only 
to South Boston, but to Catholicity 
itself." 

Rev. Dr. Alexander Mann, rector 
of Trinity church, Back Bay, deplored 
the action of the police and believed 
it due to "muddy thinking." from 
(lie lips of Rev. John P. Cummings, 
pastor of the church of the Sacred 
Heart, Roslindale, fell these words of 
wisdom, which we commend, not a- 
lone to the striking police, but to all 
citizens: "Good citizenship today is 
a pearl without price, and the first 
duty of a good citizen is to obey t lie 
law. There are some men who 
want to evade the law, to circumvent 
the law, to vault over the law — yes, 
and some t hat want to stab the law. 
But the good citizen upholds the law, 
nnd if a law needs to be altered or 
improved it must lie done in an order- 
ly way and not by taking the law 
into our own hands. And to be good 
citizens We must also abide by our 
promises, kefp faith with our con- 
tracts and keep our consciences clear 
and unsullied. When 1 enter into 
a contract I am bound in honor and 
in conscience to carry out its terms, 
and I cannot repudiate those terms 
at my own sweet will. Some, people 
like to talk of their rights. But in 
every walk of life people have their 
duties as well as their rights, and 
to be faithful to our duties is one of 
the highest attributes of good citizen- 
ship.” 

AMERICAN LEGION. 

The National Convention will be 
held at Minneapolis, Minnesota, on 
November 10, 11 and 12 Massa- 
chusetts will be represented by four 
delegates, four alternates, one dele- 
gate and one alternate for every one 
thousand paid-up members at mid- 
night, October 10, and one delegate 
and one alternate for any major frac- 
tion or one thousand paid-up members 
additional.

Hollis saw the Bates 
hoy climbing up tlie side of a shed 
and made ah, effort to catch him 
They were only five feet apart when 
the gun in the hands of the Hollis

• ntered the body of the Bates boy.

One of the boys ran to a nearby 
house ami lold what had happened 

and physlcans were called. 

Hrs. F. H. Merrimau and F R. Datne 
pronounced the boy dead.* They 
suid the i.i <*stite“> had utmost been 
shot away Medical examiner John 
(.
